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ADMIRAL SCHEER ON GERMAN NAVY. 


Admiral Scheer, of the German navy, who was in com- 
mand of the German High Sea Fleet during the battle 
of Jutland, has written a book of personal recollections 
in which he defends Germany's attitude on all matters 
during the World War, and tells of the inner workings 
of her navy. The Admiral’s main purpose seems to be 
that of backing up the old claim that the German navy 
was not beaten; he claims that it was a victor and van- 
quished at one and the same time. “In depicting our 
success,” he says, “the difficult problem confronts us, of 
not forgetting that our strength did not last out to the 
end.” He states that Germany's plan of action at the 
beginning of the war, was “to seek battle with the Brit- 
ish Grand Fleet only when a state of equality had been 
achieved by guerrilla warfare,” a state, however, that 
never came to pass, as the battle of Jutland, with its de- 
moralizing losses to the German fleet, amply proved. In 
telling of the battle of Jutland Admiral Scheer, unwisely, 
for the accuracy of his book, claims successes over the 
British fleet which have long since been disproved. Even 
some German navy officers, throwing aside the unwar- 
ranted boasting of the early days after the battle, have 
since told some plain truths regarding the German losses, 
and their inability to go out again after the battle of 
Jutland to seek further action. : 

In his final chapter, in which the inglorious surrender 
of the German fleet to a British admiral in British 


waters is noted, Admiral Scheer says: “A curse lies on 
the navy because out of its ranks revolution first sprang 
and spread all over the land. . . - 


The conditions of - 


life on the large ships, the close quarters in which the 
men lived favored the ge of this agitation which 
was spread by any and every means. . . . The most 
important and decisive cause was this: the war-weari- 
ness of the whole nation, increased by hunger and all 
sorts of privations, had become so widespread that even 
the fighting forces had lost faith in a happy end to the 
war.” 

That Germany did not reach the limit of Great Brit- 
ain’s endurance by the U-boat activities Admiral Scheer 
attributes not to the ill success of the U-boats, “but to 
the encouragement which the Allies found in their hour 
of need in Germany’s political attitude, and that of her 
Allies. The worse the enemy fared the more boldly he 
bore himself, while Germany unfortunately adopted the 
opposite attitude.”

In the same 
issue also appears the text of _—_ on “U.S. Naval 
Aircraft,” by Comdr. Jerome C. Hunsaker, U.S.N., that 
was presented at a joint meeting of the Franklin Insti- 
tute and the Aero Club of Pennsylvania on Jan. 21. 

Major Charles Lacey Hall, U.S.A., has written an 
article on “The Impending Collapse” of capitalism in 
Europe that appears in the June number of The North 
American Review. Major Hall says that this collapse 
“is the most tremendous ogre that Western peoples have 
had to face since the battle of Tours, that is to say for 
about 1,200 years.” He suggests that if we follow our 
own affairs “we have only to fold our arms and abstain 
from interference in Europe, and the statesmen of the 
Old World will ask our conditions.” 

Rear Admiral William C. Braisted, Surgeon General 
of the Navy, contributes the leading article to the June 
number of The Military Surgeon under the title: “Pre- 
paredness of the Medical Department of the Navy for 
War and Medical Department Activities during the 
World War.” The article is practically a history of the 
entire work of the Medical Department in the war and 
covers every essential point in its preparatory work for 
hostilities and what it accomplished as a result of this 
forethought. Considerable space is given in the issue to 
a description of the annual meeting of the Association of 
Military Surgeons of the United States held at New Or- 
leans April 22-24, together with a photograph of Lieut. 
Col. Joseph A. Hall who retired from the presidency of 
the association on April 24. Col. Harry L. Gilchrist, 
M.C., U.S.A., contributes a paper on “Typhus Fever in 
Poland”; Lieut. Col. P. C. Field, M.C., U.S.A., one on 
“A Ration for Emergencies”; and Col. Robert M. Culler, 
M.C., U.S.A., has a study on “The Insignificance of Re- 
cording Chest Measurements Made at the Nipple.” 

The leading article in the June number of the Infan- 
try Journal is a striking study of the provisions in the 
Constitution regarding the militia and the National 
Guard entitled “National Military Policy,” by Col. John 
W. Heavy, U.S.A. Written before the passage of the 
Army Reorganization bill, much of his criticism of the 
Senate bill is now happily of no moment; but there still 
remains his sound observations on the relation of the Con- 
stitution to our military policy that are well worthy of 
study. Capt. Frank Moorman, C.A.C., contributes an 
article on “Code and Cipher in France”; Major Bernard 
Lentz, G.S., writes on “The Scientific Measurement of 
Military Attainment”; Major Gen. Charles G. Morton, 
U.S.A., has a study of “Landing in Force”; and Lieut. 
Archie M. Palmer, 40th Inf., a description of a “Unique 
Reeruiting Chariot” in the form of a hut truck repre- 
senting an Army barracks. 

The stories of life in the Moro country by Mrs. Flor- 
ence Partello Stuart—wife of Major George W. Stuart, 
Inf., U.S.A.—which were brought together in a volume 
entitled “Piang, the Moro,” and published by the Cen- 
tury Company, have been highly praised by the reviewers. 
In a review in a Boston paper “Barbara Allen” says, in 
part: “The book is drawn from personal experience 
gained by Mrs. Stuart while sojourning with her father’s 
command in Borneo and the Philippines. The field is 
entirely new. The adventures are so thrilling that even 
the mature reader will finish the book at a sitting when- 
ever it is possible so to do. Piang is a good story to put 
in the hands of the boy who longs for adventure. rs. 
Stuart remarked in personal conversation that it is amaz- 
ing how little we Americans know or care about our 
Philippine possessions. Mrs. Stuart has passed some 
time upon about twenty of the islands, her residence in 
the Philippines having covered about eight years. Her 
book gives us the first authentic descriptions of the 
lower islands, and the scenes are strange indeed. In 
addition to the author’s first-hand knowledge, she has 
been allowed to inspect the War Department records of 
the early occupation of the Philippines, and has thus se- 
cured much additional material of great value to those 
who would learn something of our island possessions. 
Colonel Finley, who was Civil Governor of the Moro 
provinces for some years, says of Mrs. Stuart’s story of 
Piang, that the:author has ‘faithfully portrayed the 
daily life of the average Moro youth before assuming the 
responsibilities of the married state.’ These tales give 
us an insight into Moro life equal to the insight 
into the life of the youth of Scandinavia given by Selma 
Lagerlof, says Dr. Blanche Colton Williams. General 
Wood is in the book under a different name. General 
Pershing is there, Governor Finley and other well known 
military officers. Adventure founded on fact is always 
good reading. The descriptions of tropical plants, birds, 
animals, are often charming.” 

Major Arthur Harrison Miller, Coast Art. Corps, U. 
$.A., is the author of “Leadership,” a volume published 
by G. P. Putnam’s Sons, New York. It is an excellent 
study and discussion of the qualities most to be desired 
in an officer, and of the general phases of leadership 
which have a direct bearing on morale and the successful 
management of men. Col. Edward L. Munson, Gen. 
Staff, U.S.A., in a foreword notes that while leadership 
is an essential quality which all officers are presumed to 
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possess it is actually possessed in varying degrees: and 
for its development proven rules of conduct are an ac- 
cepted and safe guide. Major Miller ably summarizes 
the results of broad experience of many efficient leaders 
and shows the qualities contributing to their success. 

“Explosives,” by E. de Barry Barnett, B. Sc. (Lond.), 
A.T.C. (D. Van Nostrand Co.: New York). This is the 
first of an intended series of handbooks on industrial 
chemistry, describing the technical industries that have 
been revolutionized by the rapid development of applied 
chemistry, accelerated during the war. The author, who 
as chemist and manager has been connected with a num- 
ber of important British plants, gives a clear but con- 
cise account of the manufacture of explosives and an out- 
line of methods usel for investigating this class of sub- 
stances. This industry is an important one, it is pointed 
out, in peace time as well as in war as it is intimately 
bound up with the synthetic dyestuff and artificial fer- 
tilizer industries. 

A technical manual entitled “Technique et Pratique de 
la Magneto a Haute Tension,” by A. Courquin and G. 
Dubedat, is published } , Gauthier-Villars et Cie., Paris, 
France. It gives details of the application of the high 
tension magneto both to the automobile and to the air- 
plane. 

“United States Submarine Chasers” in the Mediter- 
ranean, Adriatic, and the attack on Durazzo, by Hilary 
Ronald Chambers, jr., Lieut. (j.g.), U.S.N.R.F. (The 
Knickerbocker Press: New York). The author com- 
manded U.S.S.C. No. 128 and was executive officer of 
U.S.8.C. No. 215, and gives an interesting narrative of 
personal experiences, together with facts and data about 
these little vessels of 110 feet over all and 15 feet beam 
that toek such an active part in the war, in large part 
manned and officered by the U.S.N.R.F. Of such value 
were the chasers considered in the Durazzo attack on 
Oct. 2, 1918, that the Italian government gave its silver 
medal to Capt. C. O. Nelson, Lieut. Comdr. P. H. Bas- 
tedo and the three commanders in Unit B, Lieut. W. A. 
Ott, Ensigns M. Jacoby and H. R. Chambers, jr., U.S.N. 
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—the last the author of this narrative; and bronze 
medals to the commanders of Unit G, Ensigns G. J. 
Leovy, E. Hazard and J. M. Beverly, U.S.N. 

Simsadus: London, by John Langdon Leighton, for- 
wmerly ensign, U.S.N.R.F. (Henry Holt and Co.: New 
York). In this volume, which takes its title from the 
Navy Department’s cable address during hostilities for 
Admiral Sims’s London office, the author gives a sketch 
of the work of the U.S. Navy in Europe during the war 
from the viewpoint of a young officer who served for a 
part of the time in the Naval Intelligence Department 
and the historical section of Admiral Sims’s staff. The 
volume will be of interest to the general reader, but in 
view of the many books that have been published coming 
from trained writers covering the wider field of the 
Navy’s work in European waters and more particularly in 
view of the revelations made by-the Senate’s investiga- 
tion of the Navy’s conduct of the war it could scarcely 
be expected that this confessedly untrained writer could 
produce a more informative work than those that have 
already appeared. Moreover Mr. Leighton appears to 
have had no background of sea or Navy knowledge and 
he is not given to exact statements of fact. Examples 
.of this may be found in his writing that the greatest 
‘naval battle of modern times, the battle of Jutland, took 
place on June 1, 1916,” although the battle began on 
May 31 and the major part of the action was fought be- 
fore midnight of that day. Again he says that the “Ger- 
man fleet had retired to its base never to attempt another 
exodus.” Admiral Jellicoe in his great work “The Grand 
Fleet” devotes eight pages of text to describing an at- 
tempted raid on the British east coast made on Aug. 19, 
1916, by a portion of the High Sea Flicet in which two 
British light cruisers were lost through torpedo attacks by 
submarines. Jellicoe states that the probable reason for 
this attempted raid was “in order to show that it was 
still capable of going to sea.” The description of the 
mine used in the northern mine barrage as being “the 
invention of Ralph C. Brown, of Winchester, Mass.,” 
does not correspond with Captain Belknap’s description 
of the origin of the mine, for Captain Belknap, in his 
book on “The Yankee Mining Squadron” tells very plainly 
that only one element of a submarine gun presented by 
Mr. Brown, of Salem, Mass., was utilized in_the mine 
perfected under the direction of Comdr. 8. ?. Fullin- 
wider, U.S.N. The best thing in this volume is the final 
chapter devoted to “The Man on the Bridge (In Hom- 
age),” an affectionate appreciation of Admiral Sims and 
his work as a Navy officer. The book is illustrated with 
many photographs of warships and technical maps and 
is handsomely printed. 

The Triumph of the N.C.’s, by Comdr. G. C. Wester- 
velt, Comdr. H. C. Richardson and Lieut. Comdr. A. C. 
Read, U.S.N. (Doubleday, Page & Co.: New York). The 
complete story of the flight of the Navy NC-5s across 
the Atlantic, by way of the Azores and Portugal, and 
then to the English coast, in May, 1919, is told by the 
men who planned it. The book is divided into three parts. 
Commander Westervelt, in the first, tells how he and 
Natal Constructor Hunsaker were called into the office 
‘of Rear Admiral D. W. Taylor, U.S.N., in September, 
1917, and “ordered to perform an impossible but neces- 
sary task,” that of designing a seaplane that could cross 
the Atlantic under its own power. How the accomplish- 
ment of this duty was successfully carried out is inter- 
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estingly told. Part Two. by Lieutenant Commander 
Read, is the story of the trans-Atlantic flight of the 
NC-4, the “lame duck” that won the race when it seemed 
that victory for her was hopeless; and Part Three, by 
Commander Richardson, who writes of the log of the 
NC-3. The entire work reciting America’s triumph is one 
that will hold the attention not only of the naval reader, 
submarine and sea level, and those, too, who go into the 
air in ships, but of the civilian reader. There are more 
than half a hundred photographs-and other illustrations, 

A Short History of the Great War, Dealing Particu- 
larly with Its Military and Diplomatic Aspects and the 
Part Played in it by the United States, by William L. 
McPherson (G. P. Putnam’s Sons: New York). As the 
author, who was the military critic of a New York news- 
paper during the World War, explains, the purpose of 
the volume is to offer the general reader an outline story 
of the war. In another work he seeks to interpret the 
conflict in the broader sense, but in the present volume 
its purely strategical aspects are discussed only insofar 
as is necessary to establish the relations of battles and 
campaigns to one another and to the ultimate result. The 
author admits that “full military details are still lack- 
ing,” but adds that “many early impressions will un- 
doubtedly be corrected after the war archives of the bel- 
ligerent nations begin to be published.” He explains 
that the facts about the military participation of the 
United States, contained in one of the chapters, were 
drawn largely from “The War with Germany,” the sta- 
tistical summary made by Col. L. P. Ayres, U.S.A., and 
published by the Statistics Branch of the General Staff 
of the Army. 

The A.E.F.: Who They Were, What They Did, How 
They Did It, by Willis Rowland Skillman (George W. 
Jacobs and Co.: Philadeiphia). The author, who served 
overseas, in a foreword modestly says: “My particular 
hobby has been to accumulate, not guns and helmets, 
but facts and figures. During the twenty months I have 
been in the Army I have been stocking my little note- 
book with bits of information about Army organization, 
divisions, insignia, casualties, dates, awards of medals, 
and a dozen other subjects of interest to soldiers. Act- 
ing upon this suggestion, I decided to rearrange the in- 
formation of my little book, verify it, add new items of 
interest and explain in terms any civilian can under- 
stand the system by which the American Army accom- 
plished its work in France.” He has done his work well. 
Few of the many books concerning the World War, and 
more particularly those relating to the part which the 
American Army took therein, contain more interesting 
data, part of it compiled from official records and the 
rest apparently as trustworthy. In eight chapters in 
which are considered a _ soldier’s survey of the war, 
America’s part in the World War, system of command, 
the American divisions, the branches of the Service, 
Army honors and schools and reminiscences, added to 
which is an appendix containing data on units compris- 
ing the division and an index, will be found a mass of 
information which the military man will consult with 
interest and the average civilian with advantage, for it 
may add to his knowledge. There is an excellent colored 
plate showing the insignia of all the divisions of the 
A.E.F., and of the many of its individual organizations 
as well as a number of other illustrations and maps in 
black and white. 
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CURRENT TENDENCIES IN NAVAL DESIGN. 

“Of the many warships now under construction in the 
United States,” says the Engineer of London, England, 
in its issue of April 23, 1920, “the six battleships of the 
Massachusetts class are, in some respects, the most re- 
markable. Concerning the new battle cruisers, we may 
say, without risk of offending American susceptibilities, 
that they are slightly enlarged copies of H.M.S. Hood. 
Their bulge protection, however, is complete, instead of 
only partial, as in the British prototype; they are to 
steam at 33%, knots, as against the Hood’s 31 knots; 
their eight 16-inch guns fire a projectile of 2,100 pounds, 
compared with the 1,920 pound projectile of the Hood’s 
15-inch weapons; and their secondary armament of six- 
teen 6-inch quick-firing guns is superior in numbers and 
weight of fire. But, generally speaking, they present no 
novel features. It is otherwise with the battleships, 
which are distinctively American in conception. The 
comparison of their design with that of the Hood brings 
out very clearly the great forfeiture of offensive and de- 
fensive power which high speeds involve. It will, no 
doubt, be urged that comparisons between warships of 
fundamentally different type are misleading, that for 
the tactical functions which the Hood is designed to 
perform, high speed is a sine qua non. On the other 
hand, it is open to question whether the value of speed 
—tactically, if not strategically—has not been exagger- 
ated. War experience has done much to modify naval 
views on this subject.” 

The Engineer then refers to comment by Lord Jellicoe 
in his book, and to remarks made by Capt. Sir Edward 
Chatfield at a recent meeting of the Institution of Naval 
Architects, and by others on the subject. Discussing the 
qualities of the Hood, Captain Chatfield, who took part 
in every major naval engagement during the World War, 
except that of Falkland Islands, and served as flag cap- 
tain to Admiral Beatty, declared that those who had 
fought at sea had not found speed to be the most im- 
portant feature in a warship. The main idea underly- 
ing superior speed was that it enabled the captain of 
the ship possessing it to choose the fighting range, but 
“that assertion is far from being true.” Those who had 
been engaged in naval warfare knew, he continued, that 
the fighting range was largely determined by the weather. 
If the range of visibility was only 10,000 yards, it was 
useless to possess the speed and gun power to enable the 
action to be fought at a range of 25,000 yards. “That 
case had happened over and over again.” There could 
be no doubt, he added, that if new warships were to be 
designed to-day, British naval officers, at least, would 


not design another Hood. : ae 
“Tf we rule out the British 18-inch gun, which is no 
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longer mounted in any ship,” the Engineer continues, 
“the 16-inch 50-caliber weapon with which the Massa- 
chusetts and her sisters are to be armed must be con- 
sidered the most powerful naval gun of the present day. 
Except that the projectile weighs 2,100 pounds, and the 
muzzle energy developed is about 115,000 foot-tons, noth- 
ing is known of the ballistics of this piece. Provided, 
however, that the mountings permit of the requisite ele- 
vation, it should certainly be able to outrange both the 
14-inch and 15-inch pieces carried by contemporary battle 
cruisers, and in that case the superior speed of the latter 
would be useless except as a means of escape from the 
crushing salvos of the slower ship. And when all is 
said, capital ships, be they battleships or battle cruisers, 
are primarily built to fight, not to.fly. There are indica- 
tions that the naval world is readjusting its ideas as to 
the relative values of armament, armor, and speed. We 
have lately heard more than one authority recant his 
pre-war belief in the supreme value of speed. Naval 
opinion, both here and in the United States, appears to 
be crystalizing in favor of an ideal type of capital shi 
comparatively moderate in speed, and therefore, mutatis 
mutandis, in displacement, but embodying the maximum 
degree of hitting and resisting power possible within the 
limits of that displacement. That we shall ever revert 
to the displacements of the pre-dreadnought era is prac- 
tically out of the question, for big guns and thick armor 
necessitate generous “dimensions, quite apart from the 
increase due to high speed. But it is possible that the 
capital ships designed a few years hence will be con- 
siderably smaller than either the Massachusetts or the 
Hood. If it be true that the leading authorities on 
sides of the Atlantic have come to the conclusion that 
high speed is not a prime tactical necessity, and that its 
possession in no way compensates for inferiority in arma- 
ment or protection, the way is already open for a large 
decrease in the size of capital ships. At the same time, 
we Be not overconfident that the opportunity will be 
seized. 

“The constructor, encouraged by the naval officer, will 
assuredly be tempted to turn the weight saved by re- 
duced engine power to account in some other direction 
rather than content himself with a smaller ship. He will 
go on adding to the number and caliber of the guns, or 
to both, and to the thickness of the armor protection, 
until the margin of surplus weight is quite swallowed up 
and a ship larger than ever results. And when that stage 
is reached it is possible that high speeds may again 
come into favor, in which case a further huge jump in 
dimensions will become inevitable. 

“We would like to add a word of protest against the 
practice of comparing the resisting qualities of pre-war 
British and German capital ships to the exclusion of 
other features. It is true that the German ships were 
better able to withstand punishment, above and below 
water, than our own, but the cause of this discrepancy 
was strategical rather than technical. Germany, as has 
since been admitted, planned her ships mainly, if not 
solely, for the purpose of fighting a North campaign. 
They were never designed to make long cruises or to 
accept battle in waters remote from the German Bight. 
They were, in effect, very large coastal ironclads, in de- 
signing which it was not necessary to waste much space 
on living accommodation, since their officers and men 
were intended to spend most of their time ashore, and 
an unusually large percentage of displacement and area 
could therefore be devoted to armament and protection. 
Our ships, on the contrary, were designed in accordance 
with the Navy’s immemorial tradition of ability to cruise 
and fight in any quarter of the navigable globe. 
quently the factors of habitability, hygiene, and eomfort 
could not be ignored, as, broadly speaking, they had been 
in the case of the German ships.” 
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STATUS OF ARMY PERSONNEL. 


Strength of the Army.—The estimated strength of the 
Army on June 10 was 216,472, not including nurses and 
Army field clerks. Of this number, 15,754 were officers, 
the latter including 8,128 Regular Army officers, 7,139 
emergency officers on active duty, and 493 emergency offi- 
cers undergoing physical reconstruction. 

Enlistments.—Enlistment papers received to June 5, 
show a total of 209,387 enlistrnents since recruiting com- 
menced on Feb. 28, 1919. Of this number, 174,655 are 
still in the Service. 

R.O.T.C. Units.—A total of 243 colleges and secondary 
schools are maintaining Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
units with a total enrolment of 88,173 students. Of the 
number enrolled, 43,598 are enrolled in senior units and 
44,575 in junior units. Of those enrolled in senior units, 
ninety-two per cent. are pursuing basic courses and eight 
per cent. advanced courses. 


AIR SERVICE NOTES. 
Organization of Air Service Units. 

While all Air Service units are of necessity operating 
with the disadvantage of a shortage in personnel, the Di- 
rector of Air Service, Major Gen. Charles T. Menoher, 
believes that difficulties can be lightened by the assign- 
ment of two or more duties to one officer on the staff of 
a commanding officer, thereby leaving the remaining offi- 
cers for pilot or staff duty with the organization. Sug- 
gestions have been advanced, for example, that in a 
squadron the commander can perform the duties of opera- 
tions officer; that the flight commander can be assigned 
the added duties of liaison, transportation, engineer and 
armament officer, and an engineer officer can also handle 
transportation. In group headquarters, it is suggested 
that the group commander could handle operations, the 
adjutant could handle liaison and information, and the 
engineer handle radio work. There should always be as- 
signed, if possible, an assistant, who should be receiv- 
ing training in staff duties. In closing a detailed state- 
ment, the Director of Air Service observes: 

“With reference to vocational training, it is sug- 
gested that particular attention be given to a class for 
stenographers and typists, as it is found that practically 
every squadron, group, wing and sfield complains of the 
shortage of properly qualified clerical personnel; and 
every effort should be made to produce the same. It 
will then be unnecessary to keep an expert engine-repair 
man, or radio mechanic, in an office doing clerical work, 
when he might be badly needed in the field. With the de- 
partments and duties cared for, and proper training being 
given to all personnel, an inspection of a command will 
always show that the commander has used proper initia- 
tive and judgment, and shows interest in his command, 
even though his personnel may be too short to immedi- 
ately accomplish all projects assigned him.” 


Photographic Mosaic of Camp Bragg. 


At the request of Major Gen. William J. Snow, Chief 
of Field Artillery, a photographic mosaic of the reserva- 
tion and Artillery fire center at Camp Bragg has been 
completed by the 14th Photographic Section at Pope 
Field, Fayetteville, N.C., in command of Capt. John 
Howry. ‘The mosaic covers 400 square miles of terri- 
tory scaled to 1-10000th. It was assembled and mounted 
to Pope Field and measures 16 by 6% feet. Reproduc- 
tions of the original are being made at the U.S. School 
of Photography, Langley Field, Va:., and copies will be 





furnished to Artillery and other arms of the Service for 
instructional purposes. 


All-Metal Airplane Test by Army Officers. 


Army officers took part in a test of two all-metal mono- 
planes on June 12 on invitation of the inventor, Mr. J. 
M. Larsen, but the test was in no sense a race. In one 
of the planes were Col. W. K. Wilson and Capt. E. B. 
Colladay, of the General Staff; Major C. C. Culver, of 
the Air Service; Donald Wilhelm, a writer; the pilot 
and mechanic. In the other plane, piloted by Burt 
Acosta, were Col. W. E. Gilmore, Chief of Supply Group, 
Air Service; Mr. Larsen, Capt. George Scott, Air Ser- 
vice; and Mrs. Kennedy, the bride of Capt. John C. 
Kennedy, Air Service. Captain Kennedy accompanied 
the flight in a separate airplane. The flight was from 
Bolling Field, Washington, to Central Park, Long Island, 
N.Y., a distance of approximately 250 miles. The time 
for the trip was 145 and 251 minutes, respectively. The 
day previous, June 11, Colonel Wilson with four others, 
made a flight in one of the all-metal machines from Boll- 
ing Field to Langley Field, Va., near Hampton Roads, 
and return, approximately 270 miles, in 195 minutes. In 
a statement on his observations after the two flights, 
Colonel Wilson said: ‘‘The J-L-6 monoplane represents a 
new era in aviation. It is designed to secure the maxi- 
mum, safety, service, and efficiency. The metal wings 
earry the gasoline tanks, which have a capacity sufficient 
to keep the plane in the air for over ten hours. However, 
consumption of gasoline for a plane of this size is very 
low. The cabin is designed for the comfort of the pas- 
sengers. There are four upholstered seats arranged sim- 
ilarly to the seats in a limousine. There is a door on 
each side of the cabin and isinglass windows which can 
be raised or lowered by the passengers. Behind the cabin 
there is a small compartment for baggage. During the 
flights the passengers changed seats at will, ate lunch, 
and wrote letters. As an inspection plane for rag | offi- 
cials the J-L-6 is ideal. The metal construction has a 
big advantage, in that it is both fireproof and weather- 
proof, and the possibility of developing this type into a 
very much larger plane with greatly increased carrying 
capacity makes its introduction very important to both 
commercial and military aviation.” 


Navy Aviation Activities. 


The Secretary of War has granted permission for the 
use of Mitchel Field, Long Island, by a Navy aviation de- 
tachment for training personnel for shipboard work. 

The Secretary of the Brazilian navy has ordered from 
the U.S. Navy Department four Aeromarine motor 
seaplanes, with spare parts, and two spare Curtiss OXX 
100-horsepower motors. 

The first of the new D-class airships is being erected 
at Akron, Ohio, and will be ready for trials in a short 
time. 

Dirigible B-18 from San Diego operated successfully 
on June 12 with the Pacific Fleet in the vicinity of San 
Pedro in connection with torpedo practice. 

Capt. T. T. Craven, Director of Naval Aeronautics, 
has returned to Washington from making an inspection 
of the Langley Air Station, Hampton Roads, Va., the 
aviation storehouse, the fleet air detachment, Yorktown, 
and Langley Field. He also attended the opening of 
the Langley memorial wind tunnel. 

It is hoped that facilities will be available by August 
when personnel for cosryins on the work of the Aero- 
logical Section at Lakehurst, N.J., will have finished 
training and be available for duty at that place. 


New British Airplane Carrier. 


The new British wares carrier Hermes, laid down in 
January, 1918, and which is to go into commission this 
year, embodies many important war lessons. She is a 
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speedy craft and will do twenty-six knots, has a length 
of 548 feet and 70 feet beam with a displacement of 
10,950 tons. Her whole length of the flying deck will be 
available for starting and landing the planes, and, by 
special arrangements for the emission of hot gases and 
smoke, there will be no funnels or other obstructions. 
Under the flying deck are the hangars for the planes, as 
well as the workshops for their repair. Two electrically- 
controlled lifts are fitted, the one forward and the other 
aft, for hoisting the planes to the flying deck. Another 
special feature of her design is a system of ventilation 
to lessen the danger of fire from petrol fumes. The arma- 
ment of the Hermes will consist of a number of light 
guns for anti-aircraft protection and several 6-inch guns 
for heavier work. In her construction as a defense 
against torpedo attack the “blister” system has been 
used. The complement of the vessel will comprise 500 
navy men and 130 members of the Royal Air Force. 
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REAL ESTATE SERVICE, WAR DEPARTMENT. 
Report of the Director. 

Gilbert F. Woods, Director of the Real Estate Service, 
War Department, has submitted his report for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1919, and dated Nov. 7, 1919, to 
the Secretary of War. In referring to the methods of 
this Service the explanation is made that it inherited a 
large number of uncompleted projects as well as the task 
of remedying certain conditions which had arisen. Upon 
the entry of the United States into the World War it 
was imperative that the War Department take immedi- 
ate possession of real estate in widely separated locali- 
ties and for many widely differing needs. In order to ac- 
complish this end various agencies of the War Depart- 
ment undertook to acquire such real estate as was re- 
quired to meet their individual wants. Negotiations were 
not conducted in all cases with equal skill, contracts 
were executed hastily and upon terms which subsequent 
analysis proved to be ambiguous and, in some cases, un- 
fair and unfavorable to the Government; land was oc- 
cupied with the consent of the owner without written 
evidence of the terms of occupancy or, as happened in 
fewer cases, land was occupied without the consent of 
the owner, either written or oral, and without formal 
condemnation or requisition proceedings. 

The report says: “It is manifest that specially quali- 
fied personnel is required to cope with the difficulties 
arising from the endeavor to renegotiate existing con- 
tracts and at the same time to handle new matters. The 
Real Estate Service, therefore, has made continuous ef- 
forts to secure experienced and successful real estate 
men from civil life and from the commissioned and en- 
listed personnel of the Army. In addition, officers and 
civilians with experience in real estate law and Army 
procedure were sought. In its allotment of this per- 
sonnel within its organization the Real Estate Service 
has adopted a method which is sufficiently elastic to care 
for the main trend of the work of the Service. Up to 
November, 1918, the chief emphasis had been procure- 
ment. After November, 1918, the pressure of procure- 
ment decreased while the volume of disposal gradually 
increased, especially in the matter of relinquishment of 
leased property. 

“The field personnel has been trained to cope with the 
questions arising both from procurement and disposal. 
The office personnel has been organized under a system 
whereby projects originating in each separate agency of 
the military establishment are assigned to a special rep- 
resentative and liaison agent in the Real Estate Service. 
In the selection and assignment of these agents consid- 
eration is given to the special need and requirements of 
each branch of the Army and its peculiar problems. 
Each liaison agent is charged with the expedition of 
both disposal and procurement projects originating in 
that branch of the War Department which is assigned 
to his attention. 

“The operations of the Real Estate Service during the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1919, included a considerable 
volume of activity in connection with projects not as- 
signed to it for accomplishment, or which never developed 
beyond the tentative stage. There had been approxi- 
mately a thousand cases of this kind which required of 
the Service advice, assistance and co-operation in con- 
nection with bureau real estate operations authorized 
and commenced previous to the fiscal year 1919, expert 
advice regarding real estate features of proposed projects, 
investigation of realty values, titles and general suita- 
bility from a real estate standpoint in connection with 
proposed projects arid the presentation for the approval 
of the Secretary of War of transactions to be completed 
under agreements between bureaus and contractors. Such 
activities cannot well be itemized, and it is difficult to 
describe, in a general way, the amount of time and the 
quality of attention given to such lines of activity, al- 
though they constitute a very appreciable portion of the 
year’s business. ‘There have been approximately 136 ex- 
aminations made of title guaranty policies, 524 of deeds 
and 1,288 of abstracts of title, preliminary to final ac- 
tion by the Office of the Judge Advocate General. 

“These operations which pertain to the accomplish- 
ment of authorized real estate projects assigned to the 
Real Estate Service for action, and the development of 
a filing and record system for instruments pertaining to 
real estate and interests therein under the control of 
the War Department, and an indexing and mapping sys- 
tem therefor, have been the chief business of the Service. 

“The leasing operations for the fiscal year have been 
mainly the cancellation, renewal or renegotiation of 
leases already in effect, including the drafting and dis- 
tribution of the necessary instruments. The first step 
was the accumulation of information concerning exist- 
ing leases as to the terms, limitations and requirements 
as to cancellation or renewal. Renewals of leases for 
the period of the fiscal year had been arranged by the 
various corps, bureaus and other agencies of the Military 
Establishment. The cancellations effected during the 
fiscal year were in many instances complicated by the 
necessity of negotiating with lessors of equitable adjust- 
ment of questions arising in connection with salvage of 
Government improvements and restoration of premises.” 
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Pay DEDUCTIONS FOR ALLOTMENTS. 

In response to a request for an opinion “as to whether 
or not an allotment paid to a soldier’s wife during for- 
mer enlistment for which no deductions were made can 
now be deducted from his pay in his present enlistment?” 
the Judge Advocate General of the Army delivered the 
following opinion : “Deductions may legally be made from 
the pay of a soldier in his current enlistment to satisfy 
the indebtedness resulting from the payment of Class A 
allotment to his wife during his former enlistment for 
which deductions were not made during that enlistment.” 
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ARMY STRENGTH UNDER ACT OF 1920. 


The official tabulation showing the authorized strength 
of the Army under the Reorganization act of 1920 gives 
the combatant arms of the line eighty per cent. of the 
authorized strength of 298,882 commissioned officers, 
warrant officers (that number 1,165) and enlisted men or 
10,732 officers and 240,732 men, including the officers and 
men of Philippine Scouts. Of this the Infantry, includ- 
ing Tank Corps and Porto Rico Regiment, will have 
4,200 officers and 110,000 men, or 38.2 per cent. of the 
total of the combatant arms; the percentage for the Field 
Artillery is thirteen per cent.; the Coast Artillery 10.5 
per cent.; the Cavalry seven per cent.; the Air Service, 
including flying cadets not to exceed ge or 5.9 per 
cent.; the Corps of Engineers 4.2 per cent.; and the Sig- 
nal Corps 1.8 per cent.

In the corps, departments, services and branches there 
will be 6,985 officers and 50,000 enlisted men, of which 
the Quartermaster Corps has seven per cent.; the Medi- 
cal Department, including the Surgeon General and two 
‘assistants and general officers of the staff, has 5.5 per 
cent.; the detached officers and enlisted men, including 
General Staff with troops, 3.9 per cent.; the Ordnance 
Department 1.6 per cent., and the remainder less than 
one per cent. of the total. In the appended table the 
War Department General Staff included the Chief of 
Staff and four assistants who are general officers of the 
line, and the warrant officers include the forty-five now 
authorized for Mine Planter Service, and all band 
leaders. The 14,000 enlisted men alloted to the Medical 
Department represent the number allowed for the first 
year, as thereafter the Medical Department is to be 
limited to five per cent. of the actual commissioned and 
enlisted strength of the Army.

OUR ARMY AFTER WAR. 


With the fixing of the enlisted strength of the Army 
under the Reorganization act at 280,000 men and the 
enactment of the Army Appropriation measure for the 
fiscal year 1921 with a total of $376,765,824 the United 
States now is prepared with much the largest Army it 
ever has had after a war and its appropriation for Army 
purposes is also markedly larger than any post-war ap- 
propriations of past times, the special sum set apart for 
the “Pay of the Army” being approximately in_ the same 
ratio of increase as that of the forces and the general 
appropriations. There is an impression abroad, that has 
been cultivated by the misinformed and careless civilian 
press, that the Army of the United States began to go 
to pieces after the armistice was signed and demobiliza- 
tion of our forces began. Since this course has been fol- 
lowed in all our previous wars the daily press of the 
country assumed it would be-done again. And yet the 
reverse is the case. In comparison with all our preced- 
ing post-war forces those now under arms in the United 
States, in our dependencies and in Germany are many 
times larger than anything we have ever known befora 
in such a period when the reduction of the Regular 
Army has always been one of the chief aims of the poli- 
ticians. 

With the strength of the Army fixed at 17,000 com- 
missioned officers and 280,000 enlisted men, our Regular 
forees during 1921 will be empowered by law to have 
four times as many enlisted men as were in the U.S. 
Army in the year after the demobilization of the Span- 
ish-American War was completed and more than seven 
times as many officers as we had in that year of 1900. 
Going back to the period after the close of the Civil War, 
we have to take the year 1868 to make a comparison, 
for the demobilization of the Volunteer Army was not 
completed until 1867. Comparing our Army made possi- 
ble under the Army Reorganization act with that exist- 
ing in 1868 we find it may have five times as many en- 
listed men and nearly six times as many officers this 
year. ‘To go back to our earlier wars is to make the 
contrast all the stronger, for after the close of the War 
of 1812 the peace strength was fixed at 10,000 officers 
and men in 1815, and after the Mexican War the Army 
was reduced to a strength of 10,320 officers and men. It 
is also to be noted that the strength fixed by the Army 
Reorganization act provides for 14,000 more enlisted 
men in all branches of the Army than the greatest num- 
ber provided for in the National Defense Act, which is 
superseded by the act of 1920. 

Marked as has been the increase in the strength of 
the U.S. Army in this post-war period, the appropriations 
have been expanded in. even greater proportions, as has 
the pay of the Army. The annual appropriations for 
the fiscal year 1914, the year previous to the opening of 
the World War, was $94,266,145, or something less than 
one-quarter of the Army appropriation for the fisca] year 
1921. For the fiscal year 1915, the first of the World 
War years abroad, our annual Army appropriation was 
only increased to $101,755,006, or still less than one- 
quarter of the appropriation for the coming fiscal year. 
The appropriations for the Army for the fiscal year 1917, 
during the last quarter of which we were in a state of 
war with Germany, were only $269,026,573, and yet that 
was considered an enormous figure. It is only a frac- 
tion more than half of the amount appropriated by Con- 
gress for the Army for 1921. A further large proportion- 
ate increase is to be noted in the aviation appropriation. 
In the fiscal year 1917 the total for aviation was $15,- 
600,000, of which $3,000,000 was set apart for the sites 
and buildings for aviation schools. For the fiscal year 
1921 the Army appropriation for aviation is about $33,- 
000,000, or nearly three times as much as the Army had 
to spend in the year of our entry into the war. 

The appropriation for “Pay of the Army” shows a 
similar large increase for 1921 over preceding years. 
Yor the fiscal year 1914 this item in the annual appro- 
priation bill was only $47,054,950. For the fiscal year 
1915 the appropriation for pay was only increased by 
$408,732, or a total of $47,463,682. The pay for the 
Army for the fiscal year 1917 had increased to $97,794,- 
993, but appears small in comparison with the appro- 
priation for this coming fiscal year of about $160,000,000. 
Those of our readers who have done business with the 
Army and the War Department in the past and who have 
grown discouraged over reports in the civilian press that 
the Army was being reduced to a “handful of men” should 
take notice of the figures we have quoted, for they indi- 
cate that during the next year we are to have the larg- 


est military force under arms that has ever been maine 
tained by the United States in a post-war period, and 
that both the War Department and the officers and men 
of the Service are going to have more money to spend 
than ever before in such an after-war time. ‘Phese states 
ments are not based on hopes or ambitions, but on facta, 





Strate Court Views on Sorpress’ PREFERENCE. 


Supreme Court justices of the states of New York and 
New Jersey handed down opinions on June 5 in suits 
brought under soldiers’ and sailors’ preferential acts. 
In New York city Justice Tierney held that the state 
law giving preference to veterans of the World War in 
appointment and promotion without regard to their 
standing on the civil service lists was constitutional, a 
test case having been brought by three policemen against 
the Civil Service Commissioners to prevent the commis- 
sion from certifying another policeman, a veteran of the 
World War, for promotion over the three objectors. At 
Trenton, N.J., on the same day Justice Barker held that 
the soldiers and sailors preferential act passed by the 
New Jersey legislature in 1919 was unconstitutional, ix 
the case of a veteran of the World War who claimed a 
preferential right to the appointment of town clerk of 
Red Bank in that state and whose claim was denied by 
the mayor. The opinion in the New Jersey case holds 
that the act is unconstitutional in so far as it relates to 
extension of the purposes of an act of 1897 relating to 
soldiers, sailors and marines who have served in any war 
other than the Civil War, such extension as the object 
of the act of 1919 not being expressed in its title. 
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RETIREMENT OF NAVAL RESERVE OFFICERS. 


In compliance with the provision of the Naval Appro- 
priation act of June 4, 1920, specifically ordering the re- 
tirement of Naval Reserve officers who incurred disability 
in line of duty, Secretary Daniels has ordered the officers 
who have made application for retirement before new re- 
tiring boards to be re-examined. There are some sixty- 
five Reserve and temporary officers of the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps eligible for retirement under the provision of 
this act, nearly all of whom have appeared before boards 
of survey or been examined by retiring board. This 
action by the Secretary, it is said, will nullify whatever 
decision may be rendered in the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia which has heard the mandamus 
cases brought by Lieut. Comdr. George A. Berry, U.S.N. 
R.F., and others, to compel the Secretary to order them 
before retiring boards. 
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FInaNcc DEPARTMENT UNDER NEw Law. 

The Finance Department under the Army Reorganiza- 
tion act is practically intact and is being conducted in its 
probable permanent form. The Finance Division, dur- 
ing its temporary status in the war, was regarded as one 
of the many successful enterprises of the War Depart- 
ment and for this reason little difficulty is anticipated 
over organizing a permanent system. Indications are that 
there will be no operational change nor. many changes in 
personnel, or in the office of chief, in which Brig. Gen. 
Herbert M. Lord, U.S.A., has made a record well known 
to the War Department and the Senate and House Com- 
mittees on Military Affairs. Before the Congressional 
leaders on military affairs General Lord demonstrated his 
ability as a financier. He possesses a masterly grasp of 
the manifold intracacies of Army finance.

RECRUITING FoR THE Navy MAKEs Bic GAINS. 

What is regarded as the most encouraging sign that 
the recent pay increase allowed the Service is showing 
its effect is the report of recruiting for the U.S. Navy 
for the week ending June 10. In this week the record 
for the first time in many months went into four figures, 
the total being 1,193, a gain of 221 over the previous 
week. Navy officers are particularly pleased with the re- 
enlistments, the week producing 297, while 97 Reservists 
transferred to the Regular Navy. Philadelphia out- 
stripped New York and led the list with 104, New York 
showing 94. The week’s record by divisions follows: 
New England, 181; Eastern, 458; Central, 140; West 
Central, 126; Southern, 103;Southeastern, 91; West- 
ern, 94. 
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S.S. LEVIATHAN TO BE Sop. 

Under authority vested in it by the new shipping lav, 
the Shipping Board on June 10 offered for sale the Le- 
viathan, the former German liner that was used as a 
troop transport in the war. Bids will be opened in the 
office of Rear Admiral Benson, chairman of the board, on 
June 30. The reason advanced for the sale is that to 
condition the steamship would involve too great expense 
on the board. Bids recently made on the reconditioning 
of the ship ranged between $8,000,000 and $10,000,000, 
and shipping men calculated that the time required 
would be approximately a year. It is felt that a private 
interest could undertake the work to better advantage.

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PROGRESS OF THE R.O.T.C, 
Character and Quality of Justruction Improved, 


The progress of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
and the genuinely important movement it has become 
during the past scholastic year should be a matter of 
vital interest to the officers of the Army. The War 
Department completed the annual inspection of the 
schools and colleges having R.O.T.C. units in the past 
weck, and it is reported by the officers who made the in- 
spection that there has been a most gratifying advance 
in the strength of the units and in the character and 
quality of the instruction imparted over previous years. 
The system of inspection adopted this year by the Gen- 
eral Staff was different from that of previous years, in 
that in the inspections made for the s«leetion of “dis- 
tinguished colleges” and “honor schools” the General 
Staff boards visited only thos institutions which had 
been reeommoerded by the several department command- 
ers as having reach:d the highest degree of, excellence. 
In consequence, the beards had only some fifty-one in- 
stitutions to visit out of 253, and were eble to make 
r-ore thorough inspeetions and to discuss wit the presi- 
dents of the institutions, their faculti s avd the Army 
otlic-rs matte:s of future concern for ii« continued ad- 
vancement and enrichment of th: mil-tary department. 
The boards reviewed about 22,000 college men and 6,500 
students of essontially military schools, which, in_ the 
numbers and quality of the personnel, constitute a little 
army in and of itseif. 

Previous to the war educational institutions gave In- 
fantry training oaly, but during the past year the R.O. 
"’.C. has besn developed to inciude units of all arms and 
at some institutions the boards inspected mixed de- 
tachments which in effect constituted the nuelei of divi- 
sions comprising from four to five of the combatant 
arms of the Service, namely, Infantry, Field Artillery, 
Cavalry, Engineers and Signal Corps.. The General 
Staff officers this year laid particular stress on the indi- 
vidual development of each student as a prospective offi- 
cer rather than upon the development of the cadet corps 
as erganizations.. ‘The War Department now views the 
educational institution as constituting in fact an officers’ 
training school in which each student is seeking fe qual- 
ify himself for an officer in the Reserve Corps. ‘Vuere is 
greater stress now laid on the theoretical instruction in 
nilitary art than in previous years, so that a college 
graduate of the R.O.T.C. will be able not only to driil 
a platoon or company, but will understand how to ad- 
minister, discipline ard supply it, and also how to lead 
it in actual service. 

It was found that the institutional authorities and 
the students of the R.O.T.C. respond to this serious view 
of their training snd it lends a higher objective anil 
gives a greater variety to the work than has existed in 
the past. Freshmen are trained in all ths duties of pri- 
vates, the sophomores as non-commissioned officers and 
the juniors and seniors as officers. The college presi- 
dents commended the new method of inspection insti- 
tuted by the General Staff as being stimulating and help- 
ful rather than fault finding. ; 

During the past year there have been some 115,000 
stueonts in tlic R.O/P. and the prospects for next year 
are for an enrollment of not less than 150,000 in the 
same institutions. It was made evident that the best 
results in military training were obtained in the institu- 
tions which made the military training compuisory for 
two or more years. The War Department recognzes the 
great value of the R.O.T.C. as an agency for the train- 
ing of college students to become Reserve officers and 
all officers of the Regular Army shouid familiarize them- 
selves with the development and progress of the R.O.T. 
C. It is believed that officers should interest. themselves 
in this development and do all in their power to further 
it. Great progress is being made in the nature and de- 
gree of the military training in educational institutior 
and at R.O.1T.C. summer training camps, and the ser- 
vice at the colleges is a most admirable schooling for 
Army officers and non-commissioned officers. 





h.O.T.C. AT TWELVE TRAINING CAMPS. 


Course Opened on June 17, 


Eleven camps for the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
were cpencd on June 17, to continue until July 28, and 
the twelfth that of the Signal Corps, will begin on June 
24 to continue until Aug. 5. These camps are for train- 
ing of college students enrolled in the following arms of 
the Service and the attendance at cach camp will be sub- 
scantially as indicated :

The attendance will probably be materially increased 
over the numbers given as final reports have not yet 
been received at the War Department from all the edu- 
cational institutions having R.O.T.C. units. The camps 
will be conducted under the supervision of the depart- 
ment commanders in the departments in which the camps 
uré located. The instructors will be officers of the Army 
who are on duty at the colleges where there are R.O. 
y.C. units, and by officers specially selected for their 
qualifications. The course of camp training will supple- 
ment and enlarge upon the instruction given at the col- 
leges and schools during the academic year and will in- 
clude many features of interest in the form of. demon- 
strations such as Chemical Warfare Service, different 
types of weapons developed during the World War, in- 
cluding automatic arms, trench mortars, 37-mm. -guns, 
various types of artillery, Signal Corps apparatus, tanks, 
and motor driven vehicles. A particularly interesting 
course in minor, tacties developed along the line of the 
war game and tactical manevers will be conducted be- 
tween July 1 and July-24 by officeys. specially detailed 
for the purpose from the Army Service Schools at Fort 
Leavenworth. At all of the camps where proper facili- 
ties exist instruction in swimming and life-saving will 
be given by skilled men from the Red Cross .Life-Saving 
Division, Special attention will be given to the physical 
development of the individual student and all of the re- 
sources at the disposal of the War Department will be 
utilized to provide recreational features and to make the 
camps both instructive and attractive. 

This is the second series of camps conducted by the 
War Department, the first being in 1919, which was at- 


tended by 3,565 students, as compared with more than. . 


8,800 this year-with the list still incomplete. The past 


year has been marked by a great increase in the enrel- 
ment of students in the R.O.T.C. and in the variety of 
instruction given, as indicated by the number of camps 
held this summer and the number of students attending. 
The Army Reorganization act of June 4 provided that 
hereafter students attending the advanced course of the 
R.O.T.C. shall receive pay at the rate of a month 
during -attendance at advanced camps. hile at the 
basic camps above indicated the students under training 
will be subsi and supplied uniforms at the expense of 
the United States. They receive no pay, but do receive 
travel allowance at five cents a mile for the trip to and 
from camps, effective from July 1. For travel to camp 
before that date the student will receive transportation 
without expense to him and allowances for subsistence 
while traveling to a camp through arrangement made by 
the War Departmext.

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REPORT, CHIEF OF TANK CORPS. 

The annual report of Brig. Gen. 8. D. Rockenbach. U. 
S.A., Chicf of Tank Corps, for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1919, and dated. Oct. 13, 1919, has been *a2b- 
mitted to The Adjutant Gencral of ths Army. © General 
Rockenbach, in an introduction, explains that he dil 
not return to the United States from overseas unt)! Aug. 
1, 1919, and “absorbed” the office of Dr ctor of the 
Tank Corps on Aug. 15, 1919. le observes iia ‘ull 
and eompl*te report of the actual op ~.Cous ou Prone. 
which conta ns the tank project in deta‘l, was sub niti d 
to the Commander-in-Chicf, A.E.F., under «ae oo bob. 
1D, 1919. 

Referring to the camps for Tank Corps (rus) . he -ass 
that the only one in operation on July 1..1 48. was at 
Camp Colt, Gettysburg, Pa. and was used for th re- 
ception of officers and enlisted men and for thir pr-- 
liminary training and to train them as rap dly as poss'- 
ble to go overseas for their tactical and tecim eal courses 
in American training centers in England aid Franes. 
Bat on July 20, 1919, Col. W.. LH. Clonpion. U.S. 4.. re- 
turned to the U.S. with a trained staff of ins ruc‘ors, 
both commissioned and non-commissioned, and a tra‘n- 
ing center was cstablished at Tobyhanna, Pa, wher» as 





complete training as- was possible without tauks was 
given. Later Tobyhanna was abandoned and a cap 
establish: at Raleigh, N.C. When the armist’e: was 


signed this camp held more than 4.000 men. [ater a 
portion of the Tank Corps was moved to Camp Boning, 
Ga., and finally to Camp Meade, Md. 

The report states that with the exception of a few 
Regular Army officers and officers from th: first train- 
ing camps, all officers were appointed from the ranks of 
the corps. There was an abundance of good material. 
Officers’ training camps were established in connection 
with the centers at Camps Tobyhanna, Colt, Polk and 
Benning. Of a total of 1,235 officers in the corps on 
Nov. 11, 1918, only 350 were transferred from other 
branches of the Service. 

The need for tanks, machine guns, and other teclmical 
material abroad made it impossible to secure adequate 
supplies for training in the U.S. The first light tanks for 
training purposes were received in September, 1918. At 
this time, too, were received five heavy British tanks. 
The shortage of machine guns was in proportion, and 
there were no 37-mm. and 6-pounder cannon. Conse- 
quently the technical and tactical training had to be com- 
pleted at our centers in England and France. 

At the signing of the armistice there were 485 officers 
and 7.700 enlisted men in the Tank Corps in the U.S., 
and 752 officers and 11,277 enlisted men overseas. The 
tank personnel in the U.S. was about evenly divided be- 
tween Camp Colt, Gettysburg, Pa., and Camp Polk, Ral- 
eigh, N.C. Within two months after the signing of the 
armistice the entire Tank Corps in the U.S., with the 
exception of a small detachment, had been demobilized, 
and by May 15, 1919, the greater part of the Tank Corps 
which was overseas had been returned home and dis- 
charged. 
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REPORT, CHIEF CHEMICAL WARFARE SERVICE 

The annual report of Major Gen. William L. Sibert, 
U.S.A., Director Chemical Warfare Service, for the fis- 
eal year ended June 30, 1919, has been submitted to the 
Secretary of War. After referring to the creation of the 
Service, which took place on June 28, 1918, under G.O. 
32, War Dept., and considering the organization of the 
Service as it existed on Nov. 11, 1918, the date of the 
armistice, a brief history is given of the achievements of 
each of the divisions of the Service, and by these may 
be traced the whole story of gas warfare, from the dis- 
covery of the gas to its delivery upon the enemy. These 
divisions include those of administration, research, medi- 
cal, development, proving, training, gas defense preduc- 
tion, and European. Of the research division the report 
says, in part: 

“It was early recognized that research is the founda- 
tion of gas warfare, and in this » not only our 
enemies but our allies had the immense advantage of 
having had over two years’ experience in gas warfare 
before we entered the war. Soon after we declared war 
a corps of research chemists and scientists was organized 
at the American University Experiment Station, Wash- 
ington, D.C., and the many complex problems of gas 
warfare were immediately taken up and vigorovsly 
pushed to a solution. During the time we were in the 
war the handicap which our allies and the enemy had 
was gradually overcome and we were rapidly forging to 
the front in this new science of war when the armistice 
was concluded. Among the problems studied were the 
gas mask, with its mechanical and chemical details; gas 
protective clothing and neutralizing substances; protec- 
tive ointments; methods of degassing trenches, dugouts, 
clothing and men ; discovering, experimenting, testing and 
manufacturing all kinds of toxic chemical substances, 
smoke-producing substances, signal lights, hand grenades, 
ete. ; filling, closing and preparing chemical artillery shell 
for service. Not only were all the gas warfare sub- 
stances used by our allies put into successful produc- 
tion, but several new substances were discovered which 
were more effective than anything heretofore in use, and 
while the sudden termination of the war in November, 
1918, prevented any of these new substances from being 
used against the enemy, the results of this research work 
have been carefully preserved and will be immediately 
available in the future. When the armistice was signed 
there were in process of investigation sixty-five research 
problems of major importance.” ; 

In -the medical -division the study of the medical -and 
pathological. aspects of battle-gas poisonmg was begun 
in one of the laboratories of the Yale University under 
the direction of the Bureau of Mines. Later certain 
phases’ of the work were placed under the Medical De- 
partment of the Army. Finally, in July, 1918, upon the 
creation of the Chemical Warfare-Service, this work was 
taken over by the new :organization .and constituted the 
medical division. The work of the division was of great 
value in determining the effectiveness‘of war gases and in 





. suggesting methods of protection against enemy. gases 


and.in the treatment of gassed cases. . fx te 
In the work of the gas defense production division this 
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branch had for its function the production of gas masks, 
protective clothing, protective ointment, dugout blankets 
and various apparatus for cleaning trenches, dugouts and 
other territory from offensive or toxic gases. ‘The work 
of supply of the entire Army with this equipment had to 
be developed from a starting point of nothing. ‘There 
were no plants in. existence when the United States en- 
tered the war, and we were utterly without experience. 
Nevertheless, in a few months plants were built, masks 
and other defens» appliances produced, and with the ex- 
ception of 300,000 masks purchased from the British to 
equip our troops arriving in France durirz the winter 
of 1917-18 the American Army in France was fully sup- 
plied by this division. In this conneccion it is interest- 
ing to note that of the 74,573 gas casualties sustained 
by our troops in France there were only 1,194 deaths, or 
less than two per cent. At the time of the armistice our 
weekly chemical gas production was 810 tons, England 
455, France 385 and Germany only 210 tons, this coun- 
try thereby making nearly four times as much as Ger- 
many. 

Referring te the early history of the Gas Service, A. 
K.P... prior to its reorganization into the Chemical War- 
fare Services, A.E.F., General Sibert says, in part: “The 
order creating the Gas Service provided among other 
things: TV irst, that the personnel for offensive work of 
this service would be furnished by the Corps of Engineers 
and for the defensive work by the Medical Dspartment ; 
and, secord, that the material would be procured through 
the established Supply Department of the Army usually 
hendiing such itezns. Thus, the Engincers were to sup- 
ply all tools and appliances usually furnished to pioneer 
Iingineecr troops. the Ordnance Department would fur- 
nish all the shells, bombs and other offensive gas war- 
fare applianccs, while the Medical Department would 
furnish masks and all defensive equipment. Experience 
proved that this arrangement was a serious mistake. 
The great difficulty was experienced by the Chief of Gas 
Service in obtaining both personnel and material. Trained 
technical officcrs were urgently necded in the formation 
of this new service to study the many varied problems 
arising out of this new phase of warfare, and the Corps 
of Engineers and other staff departments having such 
officers were very unwilling and often refused to detail 
them to the Gas Service. A similar situation obtained 
in the procurement of matériel, both offensive and de- 
fensive, and in endeavoring to secure offense equipment 
for the gas troops from the British through our Ord- 
nanes Department. Finally a recommendation was sent 
by the Commander-in-Chief, A.E.F., to Washington urg- 
ing the formation of a separate gas corps. This recom- 
mendation, coupled with the unsatisfactory conditions 
at home, due to so many independent agencies of the 
Government working in an unco-ordinated manner on 
the problem of gas warfare resulted, finally, in the for- 
mation of the Chemical Warfare Service as an indepen- 
dent department of the military establishment.” 

In concluding General Sibert says: “It is my firm 
opinion, if we are to keep abreast of the times and meet 
the emergencies of modern warfare, we must be prepared 
to protect ourselves against enemy gas and wage a vigor- 
ous counter-offensive therewith. To do these thipgs the 
work of the Chemical Warfare Service, begun md the 
stress of war conditions, must be continued and devel- 
oped in times of peace.”

TRIAL OF COMPRESSED FORAGE RATION. 

An extensive trial of a new compressed forage ration 
for animals of the U.S. Army was ordered by the War 
Department on June 11, 1920. The instructions for this 
trial which are given in Circclar 216, issued this week, 
are as follove: 

1. As early as practieable during the pericd July 1, 1920, 
to June 30, 1921, the animals of all mounted organizations, 
wagon companies, and pack trains in the Southern Depart- 
ment, the Philippine Department, the Panama Canal Depart- 
ment, and animals at remount depots, the Calvary School, Fort 
Riley, Kas., the Fie?d Artillery School, Fort Sill, Okla., and 
the Field Artillery School, Camp Bragg, N.C., will be fed, in 
lieu of regular grain ration, a proportionate amount of com- 
pressed emergency forage for thirty-six consecutive days. 

2. The compressed forage will be forwarded by the Quar- 
termaster Corps as rapidly as received from the contractors, 
first, to the Southern Department (to include forage for re- 
mount depots in that department); second, to the Philippine 
Department, Panama Canal Department, the Cavalry School, 
Fort Riley, Kas., the Field Artillery Sckool, Fort Sill, Okla., 
and the Field Artillery School, Camp Bragg, N.C.; third, te 
the remount depots other than those in the Southern Depart- 
ment. Sufficient of the compressed ration will be issued to 
each organization or group of animals so that all animals of 
the particular organization or group may be fed during the 
same period; but the forage will not be held for accumulation 
to feed all-groups and organizations simultaneousl~. 

3. In starting to feed the compressed forage, it is important 
that the first feeds should be thoroughly broken up, crushed 
into minute particles, and mixed with ordinary oats in the 
proportion of one part of compressed forage to three parts of 
oats. After the first few feeds the proportion of oats is 
gradually reduced until, by the end of the sixth day, the 
compressed forage alone is fed. The ratio of allowance is 
three pounds of compressed forage to four pounds of ordinary 
oats, or a normal ration allowance of nine pounds. of com- 
pressed forage per horse per day in place of the normal allow- 
ance of twelve pounds of oats, or six and three-quarter pounds 
of compressed forage for mules in place of the normal allow- 
ance of nine pounds of oats. Wherever practicable compressed 
forage will be given in three daily feeds, each feed to be one- 
third of the daily amount for the animal. Horses are watered 
in the same manner and at the same relative times when 
being fed compressed forage as when being fed oats. Hay is 
fed with compressed forage as with oats, the allowance of hay 
per animal being the usual fourteen pounds per day. 

4. The feeding of compressed forage is an experiment and 
test, and at the conclusion of the feeding of the animals. of 
each organization or group the organization commander or 
officer in charge of the group of animals will submit througa 
channels to The Adjutant General of the Army a report on the 
feeding, embodying the following: 

(a) Dates of feeding; (b) number and kind of animals 
fed: (c) nature of duty on which the animals were used 
during the period of feeding; (d) weight of animals before 
test and weight after test (to be taken wherever practicable) ; 
(e) do animals take readily to the feed and appear to like it? 

(f) Any sickness caused by the feed observed? (g) what 
improvement, or the contrary, noted in animals during test? 
(h) relative endurance of animals before and after test; (i) 
general condition of animals before and after test; (j) de- 
terioration of feed in storage noted; 

(k) Portability of feed as compared to ordinary oats; 
(1) does the feed unduly attract insects?’ (m) does the feed 
dirty nose bags, picket lines, clothing or equipment? (n) sug- 
gestions as to possible improvements in the compressed for- 
age; (o) remarks of officer reporting on the compressed feed, 
including a statement of his opinion as. to its desirability 
compared to ordinary oats.

COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
National Guard Officers Carries Rank to Federal Service. 


An officer of the National Guard when inducted into 
the Federal Service carries with him the same rank as 
held by him at that time. This opinion of the Comp- 
troller is given in approval of an original construction by 
the Auditor for the War Department of the following 
portion of Section 115 of the National Defense act (which 
is preserved in the Army Reorganization act): ‘Section 
115. Physical cxamination.—Every officer and enlisted 
man of the National Guard who shall be called into the 
Service of the United States as such shall be examined as 
to his physical fitness under such regulations as_ the 
President may prescribe without further commission or 
enlistment.” The instant case is that of a major in the 
J.A.G.’s Department of the National Guard of Indiana, 
who claimed difference in pay between the grades of cap- 
tain and major from the day he was drafted into the mili- 
tary service of the United States with grade of captain 
until he was honorably discharged ten months later. In 
response to telegraphic orders, this officer took the phys- 
ical examination and, according to his own endorsement, 
all requirements as to physical examination and induction 
into the Federal Service as major of the National Guard 
were satisfactorily accomplished. Five days later he re- 
ceived a telegram from The Adjutant General stating 
that through a clerical error ke had not been informed 
that he would be inducted into the Army in the grade of 
captain instead of major. The Auditor points out that 
“the intention of the law would seem clear that where an 
individual has been commissioned in the National Guard, 
taken the dual oath, and receives Federal recognition, he 
is entitled when responding to a call inducting him into 
the Federal Service to the same rank held by him in the 
National Guards’ The claimant stated that when he re- 
ported to the J.A.G. he was informed that there was 
objection to his induction as major on account of his 
youth (he was then thirty-one years old), and in spite of 
his protest he was informed that the J.A.G.’s position 
was that he (the claimant) was a captain. The Comp- 
troller, in addition to affirming the Auditor’s construe- 
tion, points out that the lowest rank of judge advocate in 
the National Guard was apparently that of major. And 
“the lowest grade he could have held in the J.A.G.’s De- 
partment, National Guard, it would seem, was that of 
major, and in that grade he was drafted into Federal 
Service.” ‘ 
War Risk Payments to Estaies. 

The Bureau of War Risk Insurance may make pay- 
ments, the Comptroller states, to the estate of an insured 
who died prior to the enaetment of the act of Dec. 24, 
1919 (which amended the War Risk Insurance act), in 
cases where it appears that such insured is survived by 
no person within the class of beneficiaries permitted by 
the War Risk Insurance act. ‘he Comptroller adds the 
stipulation, however, that the awards must have been 
revised in accordance with the provisions of the act of 
Dec. 24, 1919, and makes the further proviso that these 


payments may be made “provided there is no person: 


within the enlarged class of permitted beneficiaries now 
surviving.” The enlarged class of beneficiaries referred 
to includes “uncles, aunts, rephews, nieces, brothers-in- 
law and sisters-in-law of the insured.” The bureau also 
has authority to make payment to the estate of a bene- 


———————————_————— 
ficiary who died prior to Dee. 1919, where the igsured 
predeceased said beneficiary and the beneficiary was the 
last surviving person within the permitted class of bene- 
ficiaries under the War Risk Insurance act. The only 
qualification the Comptroller makes in this case is that 
these payments must be made under revised awards made 
in accordance with the amendatory act. ; 





PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Col. William D. Beach, Cay., U.S.A., who during the 
World War served as a temporary brigadier general in 
the National Army and was with the A.E.F., retired on 
June 18, 1920, on account of the age limit after an effi- 
cient record of service. Colonel Beach was born in New 
York June 18, 1856, and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., 
class of 1879, when he was promoted in the Army second 
lteutenant, 3d Cavalry. He was transferred to the 9th 
Cavalry March 6, 1902; was promoted major, 10th Cav- 
alry, the following June. He was transferred to the 15th 
Cavalry in August, 1905; was promoted lieutenant 
colonel of Cavalry in 1908; was transferred to the 11th 
Cavalry in 1909, was placed on the unassigned list in 
1911, and was promoted colonel July 30, 1912. His first 
service after graduation was on the frontier at Fort Fred 
Steele, Wyo., and he took part in the Ute expedition of 
1879, and performed various scouting duty at posts in 
Arizona to June, 1884. He was a crack rifleman and 
shot on department and division teams. Among other 
subsequent duties he was assistant professor of drawing 
and assistant instructor of Cavalry tactics at the U.S. 
M.A., 1885 to 1888, and then went on frontier duty in 
‘Texas, during operations on the Mexican border against 
Garza_and his followers for violation of neutrality laws, 
from Dee. 24, 1891, till Feb. 15, 1892. During the war 
with Spain he was appointed a major of Volunteers and 
served as Engineer of the Cavalry Division, 5th Corps, 
from May 20, 1898, till the division was disbanded at 
Montauk Point, N.Y., and was present as a member of 
General Wheeler's staff at the battles of Las Guasimas 
and San Juan, Cuba, and was recommended for brevets. 
He served in the Philippine insurrection on the island of 
Luzon, taking part in four minor engagements as in- 
spector general of the 8th Corps, under General Lawton. 
He was a member of the War College Board at the War 
Department till August, 1903, and was a member of the 
first dets il to the General Staff Corps. He was also Chief 
of the Military lnformation Division, 1903-6, and served 
with his regiment in Cuba with the Army of Pacificat:on, 
and was Governor of Santa Clara Province from April 
to October, 1908. He served again in the Philippines 
was on duty on the Mexican border, and his last post o 
duty was at Camp Jackson, S.C. 

Col. Wilmot E. Ellis, Coast Art., was on June 12, 
1920, retired from active service upon his own applica- 
tion after more than thirty-five years’ service, to date 
from June 30, 1920. Colonel Ellis, who was last on duty 
at Fort Washington, Md., was born in New Jersey Sept. 
14, 1867, and was graduated from the U.S.M.A. and as- 
signed to the 5th Artillery in 1889. He is a graduate of 
the Artillery School and of the School of Submarine De- 
fense. In addition to his duties at Coast Artillery posts, 
he has served as an instructor at West Point, and he 
reached the grade of colonel in 1916. 

Col. Morris K. Barroll, Coast Art., U.S.A., was retired 
from active service, upon his own application, to date 
from June 26, 1920, after more than thirty-five years’ 
service. He was born in Maryland Dec. 31, 1865, and 
was graduated from the U.S.M.A. in the class of 1889, 
and was assigned to the Ist Artillery. Colonel Barroil 
has served the usual round of duties at various Artillery 
posts, and among other duties he was detached f-r three 
years in 1898 with the mobile Army. He joined the vol- 
unteer force at Camp Merritt, N.Y., accompanied them 
to the Philippines, and served with them and the old 3d 
Artillery Battalion—as Infantry—until 1901. While with 
the volunteers he was aid to Major Gen. Marcus P. 
Miller. His last assignment to out was on recruiting 
service at 5 Swain street, Buffalo, N.Y. 

Lieut. Col. Mathew E. Savillle, Inf., U.S.A., was retired 
from active service June 9, 1920, upon his own applica- 
tion, after more than thirty years’ service. During the 
World War he served with the A.E.F., and held the rank 
of temporary colonel. Colonel Saville was born in Mis- 
souri May 15, 1869, and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., 
class of 1893. During the war with Spain he was 
wounded in the assault on San Juan Hill, Cuba, but re- 
mained on duty with his company, and participated in 
the siege of Santiago. . 

Major Charles T. King, Med. Comme. U.S.A., who was 
retired from active service June 4, 1920, for physical dis- 
ability incident thereto, served during the World War 
as a temporary lieutenant colonel. He was born in 
Pennsylvania July 22, 1879, and entered the Regular 
Army as a first lieutenant, Medical Corps, April 28, 
1910. He is a graduate of the Army Medical School, 
and holds the degree of M.D., Medico-Chirurgical College, 
Philadelphia, 1906. 

Chaplain (Majer) George D. Bice, U.S.A., was placed 
on the retired list June 3, 1920, for disability incident 
thereto. He was last on duty at Fort Miley, Calif., and 
folloving his retirement, he was detailed to active duty 
at that post at his own request. Chaplain Rice was 
born in Massachusetts Feb. 23, 1861, and was ap- 
po uted a chaplain in the Regular Army Feb. 2, 1901. He 
had previously served in the war with Spain as a chap-. 
lain of the 6th Massachusetts Infantry, and as a first 
lieutenant of the 26th U.S. Volunteer Infantry, which 
took part in campaigns in the Philippines. 

Capt. Lonnie H. Nixon, Inf., U.S.A., was retired from 
active service June 4, 1920, on account of physical dis- 
ability caused by a gunshot wound received in action. 
He was born in Texas Aug. 2, 1891, and entered the 
Regular Army as a private in the Coast Artillery Corps 
June 26, 1914, and was commissioned second lieutenant 
of Infantry Novy. 26, 1916. He was last on duty in San 
Francisco. 

First Lieut. Van Rensselaer Vestal, Field Art., U.S.A., 
having been examined for promotion and found physically 
disqualified for the duties of captain by reasen of dis- 
ability incident to the service, was retired from active 
service on June 1, 1920, to date from Dec. 2, 1919. €ap- 
tain Vestal during the World War served with the 
A.E.F. He was born in Arizona Nov. 1, 1895, and first 
entered the Regular Army as a second lieutenant of Field 
Artillery June 3, 1917. aud he had previously served as 
a sergeant in the Sth California Infantry in the Federal 
service in 1916. 

First Lieut. Benjamin J. Holt, jr.. Inf., U.S.A. was 
retired from active service June 5, 1920, with rank of 
captain for physical disability caused by a gunshot 
wound received in action. Tis retirement is to date 
from Mareh 8, 1920, the date he would have been pro- 
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moted if found physically fit. He was born in Georgia 
March 4, 1892, and entered the Army as a private in 
the 17th Infantry in April, 1912, rising as a N.C.O. to 
the rank of sergeant. e received his first commission, 
that of second lieutenant, in June, 1917. He served in 
France with the A.E.F. 

First Lieut. Albert Tate, Field Art., U.S.A.. was re- 
tired from active service June 5, 1920, on account of 
physical disability incident to the Servier. He served 
during the World War with the A.E.F., and entered the 
Regular Army Oct. 26, 1917, as a second lieutenant o/ 
Field Artillery. He had previously served as a@ first lieu- 
tenant im the O.R.C. He was born in Louisiana March 
10, 1898. 

Prov. Ist Lieut. Arthur D. Edmunds, Cav., U.SA., 
was retired from active service June 3, 1920, for physical 
disability ineident thereto. During the World War he 
served with the A.E.F. as a temporary captain, and for 
some time past he has been under treatment in the Gen- 
eral Hospital at Fox Hills, N.Y. He was born in New 
Hampshire Aug. 6, 1894, and entered the Regular Army 
Aug. 8, 1917, as-a second lieutenant of Cavalry. 

“Among those placed on the retired list of the Army 
during the month of May, 1920, at Camp Bening, Ga. 
writes a commissioned officer, “was Ist Sergt. Michael 
Egan, Motor Machine Gun Co., U.S.A. Sergeant Egan 
enlisted in the 5th Maryland Volunters in May, 1898, he 
served with Co. H, 15th Inf., from January, 1902, until 
July, 1911, four years of this time was spent in the Phil- 
ippine Islands. Sergeant Egan also served with the 8th 
Infantry from July, 1911, to July, 1914, and was a ser- 
geant with the 3¢ Co., 6th Development Batin., 153d De- 
pot Brigade, from July, 1914, to April, 1919. The Jast 
year of his service was spent in the Motor Machine Gun 
Co., Camp Benning.

DECORATIONS FOR WAR SERVICE. 


To tne Eprror or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Shortly after the beginning of the operations of the 
American Expeditionary Forces two decorations were 
instituted—the Distinguished Service Cross and the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal. The wording of the qualifiea- 
tions for these decorations was similar. Both were to be 
given for distinguished service—one for bravery in ac- 
tion, the other for efficiency in the performance of duty, 
not necessarily in action. Those mentioned as competent 
to receive them were the same in the case of each decora- 
tion—officers, enlisted men and others attached to the 
armed forces of the United States, including the various 
welfare associations, both men and women. 

There can be no doubt that the instituting of the two 
decorations was to aveid the difficulty that the French 
government had had with the bestowal of the Crofx de 
Guerre, which, originally intended to reward acts of 
bravery in action only, was, through the necessities en- 
gendered by years of fighting, ultimately extended to re- 
ward long and efficient service at the front not neces- 
sarily involving bravery in action. The French had need 
of a secondary decoration, but failed to institute it, thus 
causing bitter discussion and cheapening the Croix de 
Gaerre. There is reason to believe that our Government 
saw the need of the secondary decoration (D.S.M.), and 
that it was designedly and properly instituted to “pro- 
teet” the Distinguished Service Cross. 

The awards of the D.S3.M., with marked exceptions that 
oceurred early in its history, have not followed the origi- 
nal and still operative orders. From being a medal at- 
tainable by all, it has been restricted to a more or less 
selected few. Recently published tabulations show that 
few lieutenant colonels and still fewer majors and cap- 
tains have received it. True, there must be selection, but 
the question of grade should not enter therein. As I un- 
derstand it, the prineiple of decorating under a demo- 
cratie form of government is to reward those who did 
well in the job appointed them to do. The D.S.C. went to 
general officers who, by bravery, efficiency and heart, won 
it. It went also to Private John Smith who repaired 
telephone wires under fire or who took a machine gun. 
On the contrary, the D.S.M., from the recently published 
table of distribution, has apparently become an appanage 
of more or less high rank. ‘This condition is further 
complicated by the fact that it is -~ moped seen in con- 
junction with a virgin Victory Medal. 

At all events, the fact is this—that many individuals 
who arrived in France with the first few divisions, who 
remained with their divisions throughout, who did not go 
to, or seek, posts at the schools or in the rear areas (no 
reflections on the gallant and efficient officers whom fate 
placed there), who experienced enemy fire, bombs, exe- 
erable living conditions, illness, and more than all, the 
risk of professional reputation (the hardest test was in 
the fighting divisions)—-these men to-day are undeco- 
rated, while many who were not at the front are wearing 
the Government stamp of approval for duty well done in 
the rear area and at the schools. Their duties bringing 
them sometimes in association with foreign officers and 
missions, these same officers are not infrequently seen 
with several foreign decorations. Not a few of them, prof- 
iting by social and business relations established during 
the war, are now quitting the Army for better paid occu- 
pations in civil life. But the men who took the rough 
knocks, those who are just now beginning to realize how 
much of their physical and mental energy they spent 
willingly at the front with their troops, have their 
trouble for their reward. This would perhaps be a euffi- 
cient reward were we all one hundred a4 cent. perfect 
from an ethical standpoint. Most of us fall short of that 
condition, and I confess enough pride, or vanity, to want 
a token of my service at the front—a token that was in- 
stituted by Army orders and that, in ®o far as the junior 
officers are concerned, has not been distributed as was 
intended by the still existent law. 

A medal that is even slightly contingent upon rank is 
undemocratic. The system of award of the D.S.M. that 
exalts service at the rear over service at the front is bad 
per se. Service with combet troops should be encour- 
aged—a frst axiom in military policy. Those juniors who 
served and suffered at the front, and whose duties or 


opportunities precluded the bestowal of the D.S.C. for 
bravery in action should not be forgotten.

MILITARY POLICY. 


To THE Epirok Gr THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Your issue of May 29 describes “The Wreck of a 
Military Policy.” It is both amusing and interesting to 
watch the course of action 2s to the military policy 
doings. In the first place, neither Congress, the General 
Staff, the National Guard, nor any similar ageney can or 
ever will produce a military policy that will spring forth 
and function. <A military policy to ameunt te anything 
is a national affair that derives its being from the senti- 
ment of the mass of the people in regard to it. Trying 
to make a military policy without first educating the 
people into comvictions as to military truths and facts is 
not intelligent. . 

Character is defined as: “Fhe willingness to act in ac- 
cordance to maxims. “Therefore, the knowledge and ap- 
preciation of maxims as practical rules of action must 
precede any intelligent willingness te aet in accordance 
to maxims; further this knowledge and appreciation is 
retiable for action only te the extent that experience or 
cdueation has fixed it in the mind of the individual that 
the maxim lays down an absolutely correct rule for action. 
You can get the measure of most great or suecessful men 
by examining their attitude toward maxims. Remember 
that maxims are the concentrated science ef the subject 
they relate te, and that science offers the best basis for 
extending experience. 

Men have different capacity for the comprehension of 
the practical value of maxims, General Forrest was not 
a professional soldier, bat few men in the Civil War 
grasped the practical value of military principles to the 
extent he was able te. Upton wrote his military poliey 
of the United States and it made no noticeable impres- 
sion until a civiliam discovered it. That about measures 
our professional and civilian general grasp as to a mili- 
tary policy. Na educated the French as to the 
practical value of a military policy by making them as a 
people regard war as a science instead of a matter of 
conventionalized methods. As a science they saw it as a 
flexible matter as to methods and an absolute thing in 
regard to principle. Clausewitz used Napoleon's teach- 
ings in making the Germans interpret their own history. 

he people in the United States have formed their mili- 
tary policy from the viewpoint of the experience and per- 
sonal happenings of private soldiers. Phat is, our gen- 
eral idea of military activity is popular rather than scien- 
tifie. The American mentality is adequate, but when it 
comes to its conception of military affairs it is informed 
as to the incident side rather than to the scientific side; 
and the incidental side of any subject leads to nothing in 
particular. Any soldier who has been at a training camp 
can tell you a great deal about his drill, but he cannot 
give you any clear idea as to the military value of his 
clese order drill, and in something over thirty years in 
the Army I have never found anyone who could. The 
American soldier is keen to know the fighting game; not 
just what he is to do, but the way the game he is playing 
in is to be worked. 

A military policy is a growth springing from a sound 
education of the people as a whole as to military scienee. 
It is only by knowing military seience (its principles 
and facts) that the military action ean be grasped as a 
whole. By seeing to it that our military professors make 
tcaching military science their essential work. we can in 
time build up a sound general knowledge among our peo- 
ple as a whole as to the essential requirements of mili- 
tary conduct. Then we will have a military policy as 
naturally as water runs down hill. No amount of tech- 
nique will build into anything either constructive or pro- 
gressive. The writer is out of touch with the Committee 
on Education, but if they are not requiring a military 
science course that produces students. who can demon- 
strate with mathematical precision how success or fail- 
ure in military performance is determined by military 
science; then they are overlooking the real road to a 
military policy.

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A “NINETY DAY” OFFICER PRAISES U.S.M.A. 


To THe Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

1 have followed with considerable interest the various 
attacks on the Regular Army in general and the U.S. 
Military Academy in particular recorded in your col- 
ums and elsewhere. Various points of view have been 
touched upon, but one class of officers has been conspicu- 
ously silent, and it seems to me that some remarks from 
one of them might be appropriate. I refer to the much 
maligned class of Ninety Day officers of the Regular 
Army who are the products of the 1917 training camps, 
of which class I am a member. I made a number of at- 
tempts to enter West Point, but was unsuccessful owing 
to a slight physical disability. At the outbreak of the 
war was ordered to training camp and later recom- 
mended for provisional appointment in grade of second 
lieutenant, Regular Army; this was given to me and 
commission was later made permanent. 

During the three years I have been in the Service I 
have been in three regiments, instructor at the Infantry 
School of Arms, and had other varied service, and have 
come into more or less intimate contact with a large 
number of officers, both of the Regular Establishment and 
others. It has been the result of my observation that 
the most able and at the same time the most uniformly 
courteous and considerate officers I have come in contact 
with have been the graduates of the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy.

class and mr only regret is that I was unable to be one 
of them mys. 

I have heard a good deal of the oligarchy of West 
Point, but I have never found it existent outside of the 
minds of fevered agitators in ie daily press. Far from 
an aristocracy of West Point I have found a democracy 
of West Point and the only way I have been able to de- 
termine whether a given officer was a West Pointer was 
by observing his attitude of courtesy and friendliness and 
verify my suspicions by a reference to the Army Register. 
I have never been snubbed in a social or official way, 
but have always been of the regiment or other unit on 
an absolute equality with the other officers. As a mar- 
ried officer I have had a goo? opportunity to observe the 
social viewpoint of the Serviee and the impression that I 
have gathered is that regardless of the origin of an officer, 





it is his ability and presence that makes or mars him in 
the Army both socially and officially. The viewpoint of 
my Wife comcides wth mine in this matier. 

The Army has been built wp on We:t Point and I 
think I am sefe in saying that the goal of the ambition 
of the officers of ury class is to make of ourselves a body 
of men that are as able to help our country in time of 
stress as the graduates of the U.S. Military Academy 
have ever proved themselves. If we can.do this so that 
our entire staff ot officers are as able as the small class 
we are emulatmg we will have. without doubt, the finest 
Army that human endeavor ean prodyce in this country.

CONGRESS FORGETFUL OF GETTYSBURG. 
To THE Eprrog oF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

On Memorial Day at Sen Diego, Calif., a solemn mili- 
tary high mass was celebrated at the Spreckks open air 
organ pavilion in Balboa park to commemorate (he fallen 
heroes of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps of the na- 
tion. The celebrant was Chaplain D. F. Monaghan, 
U.S.N. Patriotic addresses were delivered by Chaplain 
Peter J. Kilkenny, and Chaplain Milton A. Spott, U.S. 
N. Tribute was paid to the heroes of the World War, 
the Spanish-A ‘can War, the Civil War, the Mexican 
War, the War 1812, and the War of the Revolution. 
The writer was most impressed by Gettysburg; the 
glories of Flanders Field and the Argonne faded in the 
mist. Gettysburg stood in the lime light. (Gettysburg 
that preserved the Union, at the cost of thousands of 
lives, thousands of broken hearts, thousands of disabled 
men, and thousands of sad, patient women who ministered 
unto them, 

Yet the Congress of the United States has forgetten 
Gettysburg; it has proved this by its abandonment of the 
officers and enlisted men on the retired list of the Regu- 
lar Army and Navy. It has granted pay increase to the 
active officers and enlisted men, and has ignored those 
on the retired list. Many of these men served the coun- 
try faithfully in her time of dire need; their deeds made 
it possible for this generation to live under one flag: and 
yet Congress has forgotten them. 

Congress also has forgotten their widows. The widow 
of every officer of the Civil War ought to receive 
$50 a month pension instead of $25. The youngest of 
them must be at least seventy years of age. They 
gave their all, sent their men away with a smile on their 
faces, but oh! such an ache and void in their hearts, te 
fight for their country. Their country that | forgot- 
ten them, that will not realize the high cost of living 
affects them as much as others, and denies them what 
they could so easily give. The War Department also 
denies them the privilege of the commissary and trans- 
portation on transports. The writer is an optimist, be- 
lieves firmly that ever the right is uppermost, and ever is 


justice done, and so believing makes this appeal to Con- 


gress to right the wrong it has done. 
ARMY WOMAN. 
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FORMER NON-COMS. AS RESERVE OFFICERS. 
To THE EpitoR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

A few of the old non-commissioued officers who served 
as commissioned officers during the late wir and subse 
quently re-enlisted for one year, in most cases to get 
their “‘sea legs” preparatory to entry into civil life, or 
with the impression that the War Department would im- 
press on Congress their value to the Government and 
seeure legislation to appoint them to the Regular Estab- 
lishment in commissioned grades or at least as warrant 
officers, would welcome a eall to active duty as Reserve 
officers. Such a call would be indorsed by troops as well 
as commissioned officers of the Regular Army, if their 
service in the late war is a criterion of their ability. 
There were not many of those who could conscientiously 
apply fer a Reserve commission after discharge. <A 
few, however, did, being willing to serve as officers any 
time called upon, and it is to those that consideration 
could be extended which would allow them to continue 
their career in the Army. Army service of from twenty 
to twenty-five years is not easily relinquished, but under 
the circumstances there is no alternative. It is not be- 
lieved that this recall] would change the present course 
of events, as all branches of the Service have their share 
of Reserve officers serving in non-commissioned grades.

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THE OLD POST NON-COM. STAFF. 


To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JouRNAL: 

Paragraph 95, A.R., 1910, reads: “While the law con- 
templates in these appointments (N.C. staff officers) the 
better preservation of public property at the several posts, 
there is also a further consideration—that of offering a 
reward to faithful and well trained enlisted men eligible 
for appointment, thus giving encouragement to deserving 
soldiers to hope for substantial promotion.” 

This paragraph was rescinded by C.A.R. 52. The old 
“faithful and well trained” enlisted man was forgotten 
and lost his rank. When the war increase was given, the 
recruit’s pay was increased 100 per cent., while the for- 
mer staff non-commissioned officer had to be contented 
with an increase of 13.33 per cent. All at once the Q.M. 
Corps and the Ordnance Department found themselves 
without experienced .officers. The old staff N.C.O.’s, 
though some were eligible for appointment in higher en- 
listed grades by virtue of ‘examinations, came to the res- 
cue of their respective departthents, giving up all hopes 
for their senior grades and took the responsibilities of 
accountable officers. 

Near the end of the war the warrant bill came up and 
was held out as a sugar-coated pill to all those whose 
“services were no longer required” as officers and some 
of them, having served too long to change their profes- 
sion, re-enlisted for purpose of retirement only, hoping, 
however, for a favorable outeome of the warrant bil] in 
its original form. But what has happened? The war- 
rant bill in Section 4a of the Reorganization bill gives us 
1,120 warrant officers; about 120 taken up by band- 
leaders and the other 1,000 vacancies by ficld clerks. .To

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RECENT GRADUATE AND CIVIL APPOINTEE. 
Vo ruk Eprror or tHE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

I sit calmly by and list to the sounding of the death 
knell of the class of 1918, U.S.M.A.; but being a mem- 
ber of that unfortunate class I wish to make one dying 
gasp before sinking into oblivion. After time at the 
Military Academy had been discounted so that it counted 


for naught toward longevity pay (although time as an 
enlisted man or a member of the National Guard does 
count toward longevity) I had hopes that we would 


settle down anl eventually be commissioned into the - 


regular forces of the U.S., according to the then existing 
laws. But I found that some thousand or more people 
from all walks of life were being commissioned into the 
Regular forces and under new and various laws and that 
each and every one of them would rank me. My room- 
mate was even more fortunate than I; he was discharged 
for deficiencies in studies at the end of his plebe year 
aud as I now gaze upon the list and directory I find 
his name some 600 files ahead of mine. Was I to blame? 
I had committed myself to the institution and did cred- 
itable work with the idea that I would receive some 
credit for having done it. 

During the early part of 1917 every one at the acad- 
emy began to look with covetous eyes toward the ap- 
pointments that were being made from civil life, but 
resignations were not in favor and none were being ac- 
cepted for the purpose of taking the examinations from 
civilian life. Again my room-mate was more fortunate 
than I. It was suggested that we be given the oppor- 
tunity of taking the examinations for commission just 
the same as any other able bodied citizen, but this sug- 
gestion was promptly killed by the higher authority. 
These commissions were very choice indeed, giving rank 
and pay from almost the date of taking the examinations. 
Instruction in the duties of a soldier and an officer were 
given at a later date after they had received their com- 
missions. Some of these officers joined my company as 
soon as they had completed their school (which was 


about two months after I had joined my organization). . 


Then it was that I found out that they ranked me some 
hundreds of files. 

Time had rather soothed my (fancied) grievances un- 
til now, just as Congress passes the Reorganization bill 
including the single list for promotion. If I am to believe 
figures, then I find that some 27,000 young men were 
graduated from the first training camps just fifteen days 
prior to my graduation and that most of these were com- 
missioned in the Reserve Corps, while of course a certain 
number were commissioned into the Regular Forces. Now 
from this number there are at the present time about 
850 still in the Service who are all my juniors but who 
will (under the single list) become at once my seniors. 
I believe that the single list is right in principle, but I 
don’t believe that it was framed with the idea that such 
an injustice should be wrought upon my 
class. A small matter like 150 files is not much, but 
when it comes to thousands then—but that is another 
story. 
Nor Aways A CALAMITY How er. 
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RESPECT FOR THE UNIFORM. 


To rue Eprrog OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Is there any reason why we should not be permitted 
to again wear civilian clothes when off duty, in view of 
the fact that we are again supposed to be at peace? If 
half of the funds that are expended for recruiting pur- 
poses were used to improve the mess and uniform, more 
recruits could be obtained, to say nothing of the men 
that would re-enlist, who under the present conditions 
are leaving the Service disgusted. 

The present uniform is significant of nothing, since 
every ‘om, Dick and Harry” is allowed to wear it for 
any purpose he may see fit, and men of every vocation 
are wearing the uniform for work clothes. Men and 
women alike are using the uniform for outing suits, and 
it is next to impossible to ascertain whether or not the 
inhabitant of a pair of O.D. breeches belongs in the 
Army or just has his work clothes on. Needless to say 
such treatment of the uniform disgraces it, and is not 
in accordance with the purpose for which the uniform 
was designed. 

What is to be the remedy? A law should be passed 
to prohibit persons other than those belonging to the 
military services from wearing garments distinctive of 
the uniform, or the uniform should be changed in style, 
color, ete. Furthermore, we should be allowed to wear 
civilian clothes when off duty. The old blues should be 
brought into use again, or a new type of dress uniform

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U.S. ARMY TO HAVE 240 CHAPLAINS. 

Section 15 of the Army Reorganization act approved 
June 4, which provides one chaplain for each 1,200 offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the Army, exclusive of Philip- 
pine Scouts and unassigned recruits, will supply the 
Army with approximately 240 chaplains. Under the Na- 
tional Defense act of June %. 1016, as amended May 17, 
1918, the Army was authorized to have 194 chaplains. 
Section 15 contains a liberal provision for filling vacan- 
cies by appointment of those who had served as chap- 
lains in the Army prior to the World War, and it allows 
such appointees to fill vacancies in grades above that of 
first lieutenant by regarding such men as having had 
sufficient service to enter the higher grades. The Presi- 
dent “may” appoint a Chief of Chaplains, and in all 
likelihood he will exercise the privilege. At the War De- 
partment it was suggested that the appointment as chief 
would probably lie between John A. Randolph and John 
T. Axton. Under the provisions of the new act, the rank 
was advanced ‘to lieutenant colonel for those having 
twenty years’ active commissioned service; majors to 
have from fourteen to twenty years; captains from five 
to fourteen years; first lieutenant less than five years.

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PAY QUESTIONS FOR THE COMPTROLLER. 
Pay Interpretation Sought by U.S.M.C. 


Brig. Gen. George Richards, paymaster of the U.S. 
Marine Corps, submitted a request for an interpretation 
by the Comptroller of the Treasury in reference to pay 
and allowances of enlisted men of the Marine Corps on 
June 14. As formulated by General Richards, the ques- 
tions requiring a decision embrace Section 4b, Army 
Reorganization act of June 4; Section 27 of the same 
act; Section 7 of the Naval Appropriation act of June 





_4 and the provisions of the act of May 18, 1920 (the 


pay increase act). General Richards states that if the 
section of the Army Reorganization act providing “that 
nothing in this section shall operate to reduce the pay 
which any enlisted man is now receiving, during his cur- 
rent enlistment and while he holds his present grade” 
does not repeal the section of the act of May 18, 1920, 
which provided “that the rates of pay prescribed in Sec- 
tions 4 and 6 hereof shall be the rates of pay during the 
current enlistment of all men in active service on the 
date of the apy roval of this act, and for those who enlist, 
re-enlist or exicnd their enlistment prior to July 1, 1922, 
for the term of such enlistment, re-enlistment or extended 
enlistment,” it would make the total pay of a priyate, 
first class, enlisting for two years on May 15, 1920, and 
who should re-enlist for four years prior to June 30, 
1922, $2,980.80. He also demonstrates that if the pro- 
visions of the act of May 18, 1920, were repealed, the 
pay of a private, first class, sixth grade, computed under 
the Army Reorganization act, would at the end of the 
same period total $2,564.91. The “questionnaire” sub- 
mitted to the Comptroller contains upward of 4,000 
words and a decision has not yet been rendered. 

Pay of Coast and Geodetic Survey Not Retroactive, 

Three inquiries as to the pay of the commissioned offi- 
cers of the Coast and Geodetic Survey under the act of 
May 18, 1920, were submitted to the Comptroller by the 
Secretary of Commerce on May 25. The first asked: “Is 
the act above referred to retroactive to Jan. 1, 1920, as 
to pay and allowances for commissioned officers of the 
Coast and Geodetie Survey?” To this the Comptroller 
replies: “I find nothing in the act to indicate an intent 
to make this — retroactive. Therefore in accord- 
ance with well recognized rules of statutory construction 
it must be held to operate from the date of the act and 
to make the authorized changes in the pay and allowances 
effective from said date only. Your first question is an- 
swered in the negative.” The second question reads: 
“Are commissioned officers of the Coast and Geodetic 


Survey entitled to the increase of pay provided for offi- 
cers of the Navy in Paragraph 1, and if so, is it also 
retroactive to Jan. 1,-19207’ ‘To this the Comptroller 
answers: “I am of the opinion that it was the intent of 
Congress that the fixed monthly increase or bonus from 
Jan. 1, 1920, was to apply to each of the five oe! or 
quasi military services mentioned in the act. » 
your second question is answered in the affirmative.” The 
third question is: “If the. answers to Questions 1 and 2 
are in the affirmative, what appropriation is available for 
the purpose named? If not, what appropriation is avail- 
able for the purpose named? If not, what appropriation 
is available subsequent to the passage of the act?’ ‘The 
Comptroller states: “Hither of the appropriations ‘Pay 
of the Navy, 1920,’ or ‘Pay, Marine Corps, 1920,’ is avail- 
able to pay the increases authorized for the officers of 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey for the fiscal year end ng 
June 30, 1920.” 
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CAPSIZE OF U.8.8. EAGLE BOAT 25. 


By the capsize of U.S.S. Eagle Boat No. 25 in the 
Delaware river a little below New Castle, Del., during a 
severe thunder storm on June 11, the following members 
of the crew lost their lives: John Brand, fireman, 3d cl. ; 
Luke Durio, boatswain’s mate, 1st cl.; Iverson Griffith, 
seaman, 2d cl.; George D. Hancock, chief yeoman; Ross 
Houston, seaman, 2d cl.; Bugene B. Kendrick, mess at- 
tendant, 3d cl.; John Edward Lamb, chief machinist’s 
mate; Robert Riley, seaman, 2d cl.; Charles H. Wilson, 
wardroom cook; all U.S.N. A court of inquiry is in ses- 
sion at the Philadelphia Navy Yard, hearing the officerd 
and men of Eagle 25 relative to the accident. 

Forty-six persons of those aboard, including all com- 
missioned officers, were rescued from the water by the 
steamers Thomas Clyde and Independence Hall, and by 
a small boat from the lighthouse and were taken to 
Philadelphia. Lieut. Comdr. Maurice R. Pierce was in 
command of the boat at the time of the cai . She 
was bound in from the Atlantic Ocean. A terrific wind 
struck the boat during the severe electrical storm, and 
while she turned turtle other craft not far away 
out the storm in safety. For a boat 200 feet in length 
like the Eagle 25, with a full load displacement of some 
600 tons and a beam of 25 feet 6 inclies to turn over in 
a wind storm in American waters is an unusual accident. 
Most of the crew who lost their lives, it is stated, were 
in the engine room, and one man there it is reported 
managed to cut his way out. kK 

The Eagle 25 was a part of Submarine Division 
She was launched Feb. 19, 1919, and was commission 
June 30, 1919. She had a mean draft of seven feet three 
inches. She was built by the Ford Motor Company, and 
had a speed of eighteen knots. She was equip with 
Poole geared turbines, two Bureau express bo and 
the total weight of her machin was 93.7 tons. She 
had one funnel and two masts an cher main battery con- 
sisted of two 4-inch 50 caliber rapid fire guns. Her full 
complement of officers was fire wardroom, four chicf 
petty officers and fifty-two men.

Coincident with his burial on Flag Day 
it is reealled that Captain Halsey was‘an authority on 
the American flag, and: wrote éxtensively upon its de- 
velopment and the lack of uniformity in Government 
display of the naticnal emblem.

TRANSFER OR DETAIL OF REGULAR ARMY OFFICERS 
Cir. 218, Jume 11, 1920, War Dept. 

The following is published for the information and guidances 
of all concerned: 

1. The act of Congress approved June 4, 1920, provides as 
follows: 

“Officers of ali grades in the Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artil 
lery, Coast Artillery Corps, Corps of Engineers and Medical 
Department; officers above the grade of captain in the Signal 
Corps, Judge Advocate General's Department, Quartermaster 
Corrs, Ordnance Department and Chemical Warfare Service. all 
chaplains and professors, and the military storekeeper shall be 
permanently commissioned in their respective branches. All 
officers of the General Staff Corps, Inspector General's De 
partment, Bureau of Insular Affairs and Militia Bureau shall 
be obtained by detail from officers of corresponding grades in 
other branches. Other officers may be either detailed, or with 
their own consent be permanently commissioned, in the branches 
to which they are assigned to duty” (Last paragraaph, Sec. 4.) 

Branches in which an officer may under the law be cither 
permanently commissioned or detailed, other than those men- 
tioned in this paragraph, are: Air Service, Adjutant General's 
Department and Finance Department. Although legal, no off- 
cer will be permanently commissioned in The Adjutant General's 
Department at the present time, vacancies being filled by detail. 

The act further provides: “That no officer shal! be trans 
ferred from one branch of the service to another ots 
without his own consent” (Sec. 4c), and “upon his own appli- 
cation any officer may be transferred to another branch without 


loss of rank or change of place on the promotion list” (See. 
24d). 
2. On March 30, 1920, a letter was sent to all department 


commanders and chiefs of staff corps and departments directing 
that all officers of the Regular Army be informed of the prob 
able character of legislation at that time pending and instructed 


to submit applications for transfer or detail, should they so de 
sire. Inquiries being received by The Adjutant General of the 
Army indicate that certain officers were not informed of the 


provisions of this communication and that others, at that time 
undecided, now desire transfer or detail to a branch other ihan 
that in which commissioned. 

3. All officers of the Regular Army on the actiye list whe 
desire transfer or detail under the provisions of ‘the act of 
Congress approved June 4, 1920, to a branch of the service 
other than that in which now commissioned, and who have not 
heretofore made application therefor, will at once apply by 
letter to The Adjutant General of the Army, stating clearly, in 
order of preference, to what branch transfer is desired, whether 
transfer or detail is desired, and experience in branch to which 
transfer is requested. No request should be submitted by officers 
who have heretofore made application under the provisions 
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tran > to anether branch

Gen: Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff, U.S.A., paid 
his respects to the Belgian and British commanders in 
the Rhincland, Germany, June 16. General March went 
to Aix-la-Chapelle, where he lunched with General Ruc- 
quoy, chief of the Belgian general staff, returning to 
Coblenz by way of Cologne, where he reviewed the Brit- 
ish army of occupation and was tendered a dinner by 
Lieut. Gen. Sir Thomas Morland, commander-in-chief 
of the British forces on the Rhine. General March an- 
nounced at the lunch given by General Rucquoy that he 
had received a cablegram from President Wilson stating 
that the United States Government was desirous of re- 
cciving a visit from Gencral Leman, the defender of 
Liége. 

Major Gen. W. C. Gorgas, U.S.A., retired, according to 
an Associated Press dispatch from London, June 15, has 
been obliged to abandon his mission to West Africa, 
where he was going for the purpose of investigating sani- 
tary conditions.

Gen. Robert E. Noble, U\S.A., will proceed 
thither on June 30. General Gorgas, according to the 
dispatch, recently suffered a stroke of apoplexy, which 
affected the left side. When he had partially recovered 
he was visited by King George, who conferred the Order 
of Knighthood on him. Sinee then, however, complica- 
tions have developed and the condition of General Gorgas 
remains serious, the dispatch states. He will probably 
return to the United States as soon as he is able to 
travel.

Lieutenant Warrén 
advanced ahead of his platoon calling to his men, “Iol- 
low me.” until he fell wounded by a machine gun bullet.

First Lieut. Harold I. Fair, formerly 101st Inf., for 
extraordinary heroism in action in the Belleau Bois, 
north of Verdun, France, Oct. 25, 1918. Lieutenant 
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Fair with a non-commissioned offiter, while in advance 
of our line, encountered an ‘en -patrol engaged in re-- 
moving wounded Americans. They attacked and suc- 
ceeded in putting the enemy to flight. The non-com- 
missioned officer was sent back for reinforcements, but 
Lieutenant Fair continued on and captured an enemy 
officer.

N.R.A., has copies of Plans No. 2 and fications of 
small bore rifle ranges of simple co » which may 
be obtained by those interested at the office of General 
Phillips, 1108 Woodward Bailding, Washington, D.C. 
The plans were prepared by the N.R.A. small bore com- 
mittec, of which Lieut. C. A. Townsend Whelen, U.S.A., 
is chairman. These detailed plans are for a “protected 
rifle range” for small bore shooting, and suitable for cit¥ 
parks, town lots and thickly settled communities in - 
cral where there is no natural butt to stop the bullets. 
With men of ordinary common sense this range “is abso- 
lutely safe, as it is impossible for a .22-caliber bullet to go 
astray. The shooting is through two baffles or walls con- 
taining windows. When in the firing position the rifle- 
man sees the target through two windows. If a shot fails 
to strike the target it meets the perpendicular surface of 
the butt behind the target or one of the baffles. It cannot 
ricochet or go astray. ‘The design is for small boré shoot- 
ing only, that is, for the .22 caliber rim fire cartridge. As 
designed, the baffles and butt will not stop heavy or high 
yore rifles, nor is the design suitable. for pistols and 
revolvers. 
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GENERAL PERSHING DENrEs POLITICAL ASPIRATIONS, 

In view of the many rumors regarding Gen. John J. 
Pershing having political plans in connection with his 
proposed application to go on the retired list of the q 
the New York World asked him on June 15 for a state- 
ment in the matter. General Pershing replied: “I am 
glad to be given the ag eg Ze setting at rest these 
wild rumors. I authorize The World specifically to deny 
completely that I have now, or ever have had, or ever 
expect to have, or ever will have political ambitions. I 
have not the least idea that my name will be offered at 
the San Francisco convention, and I will not permit its 
use if the attempt should be made. In no circumstances 
whatsoever would I think of becoming a candidate for 
the Presidency or for any other political office.. Such re- 
ports as have been in circulation have been fraudulent 
and utterly without the least base in truth. If there are 
any stronger words than these that you can use to make 
clear my position, then by all means use them.” ‘The 
World adds this cumment: “Those who are acquainted 
with the General's character will understand there is no 
need to add to this refutation.” 


RELATIVE aS Escort ror Soiprer’s Bopy. 
Under ordinary circumstances the bodies of soldiers 


who have died in the Service are accompanied from the 
place of death or port of arrival in this country to the 
home of the deceased by an official convoyer, but under 
Army Regulations the War Department is allowed to 
substitute for this official convoyer a relative or friend 
of the deceased. Under this provision the War Denart- 
ment is preparcd to furnish transportation from Hobo- 
ken to the home of the deceased soldier, in each 
ease for one relative or friend who desires to ac- 
company the body of a soldier who died abroad, and 
whose body is being returned to this country for final in- 
terment. The War Department is not able to furnish 
transportation to Hoboken, nor it is in a position to pay 
any expenses incurred during the time spent in awaiting 
shipment of the body. This arrangement is made in order 
that relatives who wish to do so may secure early control 
of the bodies of their loved ones and bestow upon them 
that sympathetic care waich they so naturally desire to 
give. The Graves Registration Service will continze in 
complete control of the convoy of bodies fram abroad to 
the port at Hoboken.

RELATIVE RANK, RESERVE AND NATIONAL GUARD. 

The Secretary of War issued instructions June 15 
providing that hereafter when Reserve or National 
Guard officers are ordered to active duty in the service of 
the United States the date according to which they shall 
take rank will be announced in orders. The Militia Bu- 
reau and The Adjutant General’s Office have been di- 
rected to collate data showing the extent of the commis- 
sioned service of each National Guard and Reserve offi- 
cer, respectively, to establish the date of rank in each 
ease. This aciion is taken in order to obviate any ques- 
tion of precedence between National Guard and Reserve 
officers and when the work is completed it will have 
definitely settled all questions relative to the position of 
each officer. 
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Wortp Wak STATISTICS. 

The latest revision of figures pertaining to the number 
of men of the U.S. Army who served in the World War 
and the battle deaths, as announced by the War Depart- 
ment under date of June 16, 1920, shows the following: 
Of a total of 205,130 officers, 11,358 were Regular Army 
officers, and of these 3,081 were gradustes of the Military 
Academy at West Point. There wers thuc eighteen emer- 
gency officers to one Regular Army officrr, and sixty-six 


emergency officers to one graduate of the U.S. Military’ 


Academy. ‘The battle deaths per 1,000 among commis- 
sioned officers were emergency (1,976; 10.2, Regular 
Army (155) 13.6, neat 
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AMERICAN INDIFFERENCE TO PREPAREDNESS 

The statistics issued by the War Department in re- 
gard to applications for appointment as commissioned 
officers in the Regular Army under the Reorganization 
act do not indicate that the military spirit is very strong 
among the young men of the United States who saw ser- 
vice during hostilities in the war. Of the 200,000 offi- 
cers we had in the Army during hostilities approximately 


183,000 have either resigned from the Service or been 
retired or discharged. According to a statement issued 
on June 12 by Major Gen. Henry Jervey, Operations 
Division, G.S., there were 17,000 applications on file 


from officers who served in the war for appointment as 
officers in the Regular Army. This is less than ten per 
cent. of the number of officers who bave been separated 
from the Service since the armistice was signed. Al- 
though it is not so stated, it is fair to assume that a 
large proportion of those 17,000 applications are from 
the 7,201 emergency officers who are on active duty, 
which would reduce the percentage of those applying for 
commissions still lower than ten per cent. The Adju- 
tant General also issued a statement on June 12 which 
showed that in reply to a letter of inquiry sents out by 


that officer “9,790 officers and former ofticers have indi- 
cated a desire for appointment in the Regular Army un- 
der the Reorganization act; 4,715 have withdrawn their 
applications previously made, and 5,264 have made neo 


reply. In addition to those officers and former officers 
who have replied affirmatively 1,649 new applications 
have been submitted, making a total of 11,489 individ- 
uals who desire appointment.” Thus it would appear 
that out of 183,000 former Army officers who saw ser- 
vice in the war only six per cent. are desirous of mak- 
ing the Army their future career. 

There is a moral to be found in these figures for advo- 


eates of preparcdness through the medium of universal 
military training if they only can be brought to regard 
the statistics with clear eyes with their thoughts purged 


of the long-established arguments. ‘The thought is very 
often put forward that Congress is the chief obstacle 


to the adoption by the United States of the principle of 
universal military training. In reality it is the people 
of the country themselves who are responsible for this 
failure to accept the principle of military service as a 
part of the responsibility of citizenship. A -<Congress 
could impose such a law on the country if it chose to. 
But in this case and in peace time Congress has always 
clected to be in agreement with the public rather than to 


adopt the higher plan of enacting legislation that would 
be for the people’s good. And both our Senators and 
Representatives in Congress and the mass of thinking 
Americans cannot be held to be far wrong if they make 
the plain deduction from the above figures that Army 


life is not regarded as a highly desirable profession in 
our country. 
We have expressed the hope before, and we repeat it, 


that when next the question of universal military ser- 
vice comes before the people of the United States for 
discussion, as is likely when Congressman Kahn opens 
the hearings on this subject in the fall, the advocates of 
military training will cease from dragging out the old 
phrases and arguments and will make an effort to meet 
the situation with facts and thoughts based on more re- 
cent records and experience than those used up to 1917. 
It must be remembered that we have 4,000,000 young 
men in this country who have had practical experience 
with Army life since April, 1917, and their influence 
must be considered as both for and against universal 
military training or service when any plan of campaign 
is prepared favoring that principle. This campaign 
should be studied now, should be worked out before the 
fall if it is to succeed. The opportunity presented by 
Congressman Kahn’s hearings promises to be the most 
favorable ever known since, thé universal training plan 
was first advanecd. His keen interest in the subject, his 
warm sympathy for its adoption, the promised scope of 
the hearings, all these are forces mightily helpful toward 
success. It remains for the friends of universal training 
in the Army and outside it to combine on a plan for pre- 
sentation of their arguments that cannot be gainsaid by 
Congress and the people this time. Above all things, 
one feature of this campaign must not be overlooked. 
That is the education of the people to a very different 
viewpoint from the one now so generally held. It is a 
condition that must be faced and faced with knowledge 
and imagination.

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Army LEAVES OF ABSENCE MODIFIED. 

The order issued June 11 on direction of the Secretary 
of War providing that until Aug. 15 no leaves of absence 
be granted Regular or emergency officers of the Army 
except under exceptional circumstances, as noted in our 
issue of June 12, page 1273, was on June 17 modified by 
Secretary Baker. It was pointed out that the general 
purpose of this restriction during the next two months 
was to facilitate the reorganization of the Army, and be 
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cause it has been found exceedingly difficult, due to the 
shortage of experienced officers, to convene the necessary 
boards and courts of inquiry and to carry on the various 
activities connected with the reorganization. No leaves 
are to be granted where absence of officers will interfere 
with or delay the work of reorganization. After the 
initial assignments to reorganization work are made it 
may be found that there are many officers who can avail 
themselves of leaves. The services of these officers may, 
however, be needed to fill any vacancies that occur in 
the assignments to boards or to special duties connected 
with the reorganization, so that any leave that is granted 
will be subject to revocation without notice at any time 
that the officer’s services are required. No emergency 
officer who is an applicant for a commission in the Regu- 
lar Army will be granted a leave except for the purpose 
of being examined, until after his examination for ap- 
pointment has been completed. In general, no officer, 
Regular or emergency, who is about to be separated from 
the Service retirement, resignation, or discharge will 
be granted a leave of absence. It is, of course, not the 
intention of the War Department to enforce unnecessary 
restrictions in this matter; but it must be recognized that 
the most important work before the Army is that of re- 
organization. Liberality as to leaves, consistent with the 
spirit of the instructions of June 17, is contemplated.

RESERVE OFFICERS UNDER NEW ARMY LAW. 

Among the noteworthy changes wrought by the Army 
Reorganization act as affecting the personnel in par- 
ticular the importance assigned to Reserve officers is 
very marked in comparison with the place which the 
members of the Officers’ Reserve Corps occupied under 
the National Defense act. Most important of all these 
changes is found in Section 81 of the new law concern- 
ing the Militia Bureau. After Jan. 1, 1921, the Chief of 
Militia Bureau is to be an officer holding a commission 
in the Officers’ Reserve Corps and who is or has been a 
National Guard officer. The language of this provision 
makes it obligatory for the appointee to this office of 
Chief of the Militia Bureau to hold a commission in the 
O.R.C. while it is not obligatory that he shall be an 
officer of the National Guard at the time he is recom- 
mended for the appointment or when the appointment is 
made. The wording of the new law, in this section, 
reads: “After Jan. 1, 1921, the Chief of the Militia Bu- 
reau shall be appointed by the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, by selection from lists 
of present and former National Guard officers, recom- 
mended by the governors of the several states and terri- 
tories as suitable for such appointment, who hold com- 
missions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps.” It is also made 
imperative that National Guard officers who are assigned 
to duty with the Regular Army shall hold Reserve com- 
missions. 

In Section 3a, devoted to the initial organization of 
the National Guard and the Organized Reserves, it is 
provided that the plans for such organization and regu- 
lation ‘“‘shall be prepared by a committee of the branch 
or division of the War Department General Staff 
which is charged with the preparation of plans for the 
national defense and for the mobilization of the land 
forces of the United States. For the purpose of this 
task said committee shall be composed of members of 
said branch or division of the General Staff and an 
equal number of Reserve officers, including Reserve offi- 
cers who hold or have held commissions in the National 
Guard.” This gives to the War Department, hereafter, 
the active services of officers who were on duty during 
the war and whose assistance and advice is always urged 
as being of prime importance in matters concerning na- 
tional defense. Many men who came into the Service 
through makeshift emergency legislation and whose con- 
nection with the Army was only of an emergency char- 
acter now have the right to serve with General Staff 
officers on General Staff duties as in this case. This 
same section also provides another field of usefulness for 
the Reserve officer in the proviso reading: “The location 
and designation of units of the National Guard and of 
the Organized Reserves entirely comprised within the 
limits of any state or territory shall be determined by a 
board, a majority of whom shall be Reserve officers, in- 
cluding Reserve officers who hold or have held commis- 
sions in the National Guard,” ete. This gives to the 
Reserve officers the preponderance of authority, subject 
to the approval of the Secretary of War, on matters con- 
cerning the National Guard and Organized Reserves 
within the state or territory in which they have a special 
concern. 

Reserve officers will also have equal representation on 
the General Staff board which is in charge of “all poli- 
cies and regulations affecting the organization, distribu- 
tion and training of the National Guard and the Organ- 
ized Reserves, and all policies and regulations affecting 
the appointment, assignment, promotion and discharge 
of Reserve officers.” This section of the new Army law 
also provides that “for the purposes specified herein, they 
shall be regarded as additional members of the General 
Staff-while so serving.” .Previous to Jan. 1, 1921, “Na- 
tional Guard officers who do not hold Reserve commis- 





gions . . . may be designated as members of the_ 


committees herein provided for, and while so serving 
euch officers shall receive the pay and allowances of 
their corresponding grades in the Regular Army.” This 
-is the only proviso in the new law by which National 
Guard officers not -holding Reserve commissions may 
serve on duties specifically provided .fer officers holding 
Reserve commissions, and the life of this provise is lim- 


ited to the end of the year 1920. These various provi- 
sions show to what extent the lessons of the World War 
have been taken advantage of by the members of the 
House Committee on Military Affairs who drew up the 
new Army law. It is seldom in our experience of post- 
war military legislation in the past that Congress has 
been so quick to respond to lessons learned in war, and 
more particularly is this true of lessons concerning the 
commissioned personnel.

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SERVICE UNIFORM LAW OF 1916 IN FORCE. 


Approval is expressed at the War Department of a 
section of the Naval Appropriation act if June 4 which 
restores to full force the law of 1916 relative to wear- 
ing Service uniforms. Section 8 of the Naval Appro- 
priation act for the year ending June 30, 1921, states: 
“That Section 125 of the act entitled ‘An act for 
making further and more effectual provisions for the 
national defense, and for other purposes,’ approved June 
3, 1916, shall hereafter be in full force and effect as 
originally enacted, notwithstanding anything contained 
in the act entitled ‘An act permitting any person who 
has served in the U.S. Army, Navy or Marine Corps in 
the present war to retain his uniform and personal 
equipment and to wear the same under certain condi- 
tions,’ approved Feb. 28, 1918; provided, that the words 
‘or the Secretary of the Navy’ shall be inserted immedi- 
ately after the words ‘the Secretary of War’ wherever 
those words appear in Section 125 of the act approved 
Juno 3, 1916, hereinbefore referred to.” 

It had been urged upon Congress, the War and Navy 
Departments concurring in the recommendation, that 
since the reasons for keeping the uniform and wearing 
it on return to civil life were no-longer in effect it was 
desirable to return to the provisions of the Natonal De- 
fense act as contained in Section 125. This recommen- 
dation having been approved in the enactment of the 
provision quoted above, it will therefore be unlawful for 
all persons, with the exceptions noted in Section 125, to 
wear the uniform of the Army or the Navy. For men 
discharged from either Service the limit allowed for 
wearing the uniform is three months, but a soldier or 
sailor upon discharge and going to his home must on 
reaching his place of domicile immediately divest him- 
self of the uniform. Only officers are allowed to wear 
the uniform for ceremonial occasions, and the uniforms 
of military societies must bear distinguishing marks. 

Since the armistice there has been a widespread abuse 
of the uniform. The two important factors in seeking to 
return to the provisions of the National Defense act had 
to do with labor troubles. On the one hand labor organ- 
izations complained that corporations were employing 
soldiers to put down strikes or as strikebreakers, while 
the employers insisted that soldiers were giving active 
support to strikers. In both cases it was found on inves- 
tigation that the “soldiers” were ex-Service men who 
were still wearing the uniform. Again, officers of the 
Army and Navy for months have been in a quandary 
because it has been impossible to know on meeting a 
man in the uniform whether the man was in the Army 
or Navy, or had been discharged, so few of the dis- 
charged men observing the law requiring the wearing of 
the discharge chevron. Ex-Service men, called to account 
for neglecting military courtesy, have in many cases 
berated an officer, for which conduct there was no re- 
dress. Thousands of ex-Service men, it is declared, vio- 
lated the Act of Feb. 28, 1918, by purchasing new uni- 
forms when the old was worn out, and continued to 
wear them more than a year after the date of their dis- 
charge. The restoration to full force of Section 125 of 
the Act of June 3, 1916, clarifies the situation and will 
tend to quickly abate the abuses of the Army and Navy 
and Marine Corps uniforms.

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Courts ror CLtass B ArgMy OFFICERS. 

Provisions for courts of inquiry before which may 
appear officers placed in Class B (officers who shall not 
be retained in the Service), under the Army Act of June 
4, 1920, have been outlined by the War Department. 
Instructions will immediately go forward to all depart- 
ment commanders and to the commanding general of the 
American Forces in Germany, to convene one court of 
inquiry to meet at each department headquarters and 
headquarters of the A.F. in G., and that they will func- 
tion as presidential courts of inquiry directly under the 
War Department. All officers who are provisionally 
placed in Class B will be immediately informed of this 
fact and directed to communicate with their department 
commanders as to whether or not they desire to appear 
before a court of inquiry. Officers not under the juris- 
diction of department commanders will be directed to 
make the statement to such department commander as 
may be designated by The Adjutant General. Depart- 
ment commanders will be notified coincidentally with the 
officer placed in Class B, the notification going to com- 
manders of territorial departments outside the conti- 
nental limits of the United States and of the A.F. in G. 
by cable. Upon receipt of a reqiiest for a court of in- 
quiry, The Adjutant General is to be notified by wire, 
and the necessary orders for the officer concerned and to 
such witnesses as he may desire to have appear before 
the court will be issued by The Adjutant General. On 
notification by, the War Department that an officer has 
been placed in Class B, commanders of territorial de- 
partments outside continental limits and of the A.F. in 
G. are, required to inform such officer by letter of the 
fact and of his right te appear before'a court of inquiry. 
A giatement in writing will be obtained from the officer 





“as to whether he doés or does nét ‘wish to avail himself 


of this opportunity. If the officer answers in the nega- 
tive his written statement will- then be forwarded to 
The Adjutant General for file. If in the affirmative, ac- 
tion wil} be taken as indicated above. Department com- 
manders will be required to provide the officer whose 
record is being investigated with ‘Counsel of his own 
selection.. if such counsel, in the discretion of the de- 
partment commander, be reasonably available. If appli- 
cation is made by an officer for counsel serving without 
the jurisdiction of the department commander, such 
application will be forwarded to The Adjutant Gencral 
for final action. Suitable office space, clerical force and 
conveniences will be placed at the disposal of the courts 
of inquiry by department commanders.

UnirorM REGULATIONS MAKE FOR DISCOMFORT. 


With the advent of hot weather the commissioned and 
enlisted personnel of the Army is once more the hapless 
victim of the War Department’s unchanging attitude to- 
ward the wearing of the service uniform at all times, al- 
though some officers on duty at the department in Wash- 
ington are of the opinion that an order will be issued 
shortly permitting officers and men to wear. civilian 
clothes when off duty. If this comes to pass it will be a 
great relief from the Service regulation that impels the 
wearing of the high-collared blouse while on duty and the 
boots or puttees that keep the feet and legs unduly warm, 
The Navy is much better off than the Army in this re- 
spect, for the new rolled-collar blue uniform coat now 
worn by Navy officers is much @ooler around the neck 
than the Army blouse; and the white uniforms, of course, 
are immeasurably cooler. Only the United States and 
Germany compel their Army personnel to wear the uni- 
form at all times, an Army officer declared, adding: “This 
is decidedly undemoeratic and is net within the keeping 
of Army Regulations and principles. Why make those 
in the Army suffer for no reason at all? Why display 
to civilians the idiosyncrasy of wearing Army clothes at 
all hours? Civilians are astonished to think that Army 
ofiicers and men must be foreed to go through a summer 
with so much unnecessary discomfort.”

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RESERVE OFFICER APPOINTMENTS SUSPENDED. 


Orders were issued by the War Department on June 
14 suspending appointments in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
temporarily. This action was due to the provision of the 
Army Reorganization act which requires that all policies 
and regulations affecting the Officers’ Reserve Corps shall 
be prepared by committees of the General Staff to which 
shall be added an equal number of Reserve officers. Pend- 
ing the appointment of these Reserve officers, who are to 
be recommended by the governors of the states and ter- 
ritories, several matters of interest to Reserve officers 
under the new law are pointed out by the War Depart- 
ment for their information and guidance. Foremost 
among them is the change relative to call for service, The 
old law provided that Reserve officers might be called to 
active duty in time of actual or threatened hostilities. 
The new law requires that the call to active duty shall 
be only in time of a national emergency declared by Con- 
gress. Other changes include these provisions: Reserve 
officers may be promoted in time of peace after serving 
one year in any particular grade; Reserve officers may 
hold commissions in the National Guard without vacat- 
ing their Reserve commissions.

SYRENGTIL OF THE NATIONAL GUARD. 

The National Guard, according to compilation made 
in the Militia Bureau, War Department, had a strength 
of 1,939 officers and 47,019 enlisted men on June 10. 
The total, 48,958, was distributed by arm of Service, as 
follows: Infantry, 1,269 officers, 33,483 enlisted men; 
Cavalry, 373 and 9,437; Field Artillery, 78 and 1,783; 
Coast- Artillery, 60 and 1,458; Trains, 5 and 275; Engi- 
neers, 8 and 226; Staff Corps, 124 and 46; Tank com- 
pany, 7 and 102; Signal Corps, 7 and 85; Sanitary unit, 
3 and 72; Field Hospital company, 5 and 52. The en- 
listed stiength authorized is 179,534, so that the Na- 
tional Guard on June 10 -had only twenty-six per cent. 
of authorized enlisted strength. Of the more populous 
states New York has thirty-five per cent. of authorized 
strength; Pennsylvania, ten per cent.; Ohio, sixteen per 
cent.; New Jersey, thirty-three per cent.; Missouri, thir- 
ty-three per cent.; Kansas, forty-two per cent.; Texas, 
forty-seven per cent. Wyoming heads the list with 
seventy-three per cent. of an authorized strength num- 
bering 560.

ASSISTANTS TO CHIEF OF STAFF. 

Section 5 of the Army Reorganization act of June 4 
states that the War Department General Staff “shall 
consist of the Chief of Staff and four assistants to the 
Chief of Staff selected . . . from the general officers 
of the line.” There are now five assistants; the execu- 
tive assistant, and the chiefs of Operations, War Plans, 
Purchase, Storage and Traffic and Military Intelligence 
Divisions. No provision as to the organization of the 
General Staff is contained in the act, consequently if the 
divisions are retained as they are new one of the chiefs, 
probably of Military Intelligence, will be in the rank of 
colonel. Brig. Gen. Marlborough Churchill, present Chief 
of Military Intelligence, has been granted two months’ 
sick leave, and has been detailed to the next cies at the 
General Staff College.

The Third Class 
gave a gymnastic exhibition in the gymnasium; a base- 
ball game with a nine from the 7th Regiment, N.Y.G.., 
took place in the afternoon, followed by an Infantry 
close order drill by the Corps and evening parade. 

The final ceremonies of the week began on Sunday, 
when Chaplain Clayton E. Wheat, U.S.A., preached the 
graduation sermon at the Cadet Chapel at the morning 
service. The sermon was eloquent and forceful and 
carried a message straight to the heart of every West 
Pointer. Mr. Mayer's special musical program was most 
appropriately chosen, French horns and trumpets from 
the U.S.M.A. band assisting the choir in.one anthem. 
Cadets Brewster and Ringsdorf were the soloists. “The 
Corps”.and “Alma Mater” were sung by the congrega- 
tion. During the service the chaplain dedicated the me- 
morial windows which have recently been presented to 
the chapel by different classes. 

Chaplain George J. Waring (major, U.S.A.), preached 
the baccalaureate sermon to ths Catholic graduates’ on 
the same day. ‘The entire body of Catholic cadets at- 
tended the mass, writes a correspondent, and those of 
the graduating’ class received Holy Communion. Rev. 
John J. Mitty, D.D., pastor of Highland Falls, sang the 
mass, and in-introducing Mensignor Waring spoke of 
his long serviee as a military chaplain and of his present 
position as chief assistant to the chaplain bishop. The 
ehurch was crowded and many high ranking officers who 
came for the graduation exercises were present. Chap- 
lain Waring emphasized the necessity of supernaturaliz- 
ing the natural virtues which had been so deeply incul- 
eated in them at their alma mater, “Ilonor,” he said, 
“was of even greater importance in spiritual. things than 
in temporal matters. It is most commendable to do one’s 
duty without favor to anyone. To do your full duty at 
all times to your country, to your military superiors, to 
your families and to all with whom you come in contact 
is highly praiseworthy. But there is another duty which 
demands fullest loyalty, duty to God and to religion.” 
The preacher also strongly advised the young graduates 
to cultivate a sense of humor, for humor and laughter 
will oftentimes relieve a difficult situation. Ue also. told 
oom to rule by kindness rather than by foree of au- 
thority. 

Gen. John J. Pershing reached West Point on Sunday 
and on his arrival reviewed the Corps of Cadets. After 
this ceremony all the officers at the post proceeded to 
the adjutant’s office to meet General Pershing. 

The program for Monday, June 14, opened with the 
forty-sixth public organ recital held in the Cadet Chapel 
in the morning. Frederick C. Mayer, organist and choir- 
master, was assisted in his recital by Cadet W. R. 
Brewster, tehor, and the Misses Blanche and Effie Hub- 
bard. The annual meeting of the Association of Gradu- 
ates took place on Monday afternoon, preceded by a 
buffét luncheon served at the officers’ mess. 

26th Infantry Memorial. 

Services were held in Cullum Hall on Monday after- 
noon for the unveiling of a memorial tablet by the 26th 
Regiment of Infantry, in the presence of a number of 
ollicers and ex-officers of the regiment. The program was 
as follows: Prayer by the chaplain; unveiling of the 
tablet by a sergeant of the regiment; presentation by 
Lieut. Col. B. R. Legge; national air by the band; ac- 
ceptance by Lieutenant Colonel Watson acting for the 
Superintendent; national air by the band; and benedic- 
tion by the chaplain. In his speech of presentation, Col- 
onel Legge said: 

“It is a privilege that I deeply feel to come to you as 
a representative of the 26th U.S. Infantry to pay a last 
tribute to the memory of Col. Ifamilton G. Smith, to 
honor whom we have assembled here to-day. Colonel Smith 
was a man whose record as an officer was rivaled only 
by his character as a man. Simple, direct and earnest in 
all that he undertook, he typified the spirit of the Army ; 
{led with the crusader spirit, he possessed those rare 
qualities of leadership which stamped him as a successful 
troop leader. It was his lot in the Great War.to be ever 
with the forward cehelons, where his indomitable cour- 
age and sterling worth brought the fruits of efficiency 
and endeared him to the hearts of his men. Ag his adju- 
tant in the great test of American arms southwest of 
Soissons in July of 1918, I was peculiarly privileged to 
be at his right hand. No finer example of courage and 
leadershin than this I believe is in the annals of our 
Army. Through four days of bitter fighting, his steady 
hand at the helm carried his regiment forward to its 
every objective, until on the fifth day of the struggle, 
while organizing his most advanced elements, he fell on 
the field of honor. The simple, wooden cross in the little 
American cemetery at Missy aux Bois stands there 
among the hundreds of his regiment in simple, mute 
appeal. The beautiful tablet which we unveil to-day 
speaks in ringing tones of the sacrifie of a gallant soi- 
dicr. Let it preserve to generations to come the record 
of his worth and enrich the traditions of our Army.” 

The graduation parade on Monday evening was wit- 
nessed by so many visitors that seats were reserved for 
parents and friends of the First Classmen and officers 
and ladies of the post and their guests. The companies, 
lined out almost entirely across the «plain, never looked 
smarter, and the traditional parade, the prettiest cere- 
mony of graduation, thrilled the hearts of graduates old 
and voung and all their proad friends and relatives. The 
sun brought out the gayest frocks of the visiting girls, 
and there were no threatcaing war-clouds to dim the 
spectacle. The line of graduates, longer than ever, 


marched to the front and reviewed the rest of the Corps 


as it marched by. The graduation hop held in the gymna- 
sium that evening was brilliant in the extreme. Mrs. 
Danford received with Cadet Geo and Mrs. Watson 
with Cadet Straub. General Pershing was present and 
danced frequently. The gymnasium was crowded with 
the guests, and the decoration of the building was very 
cleverly done, the main floor being transformed into «a 
great ballroom, elaborately decked with flags, evergreens 
and palms, and the ceiling hung with paper serpentines 
and confetti of bright colors. The swimming-tank room 
was made over into a green bower lighted by a realistic 
June moon, with a fountain playing in the eenter of the 
little lake, where two canoes floated. Refreshments were 
served at small tables placed in the outdoor skating-rink 
behind the gymnasium; hedges of fir trees and pottcd 
palms turning the spot into a garden. 


General Pershing’s Address to Graduating Class. 


Secretary of War Baker arrived at the post carly on 
the morning of June 15 and reviewed the Corps of Ca- 
dets previous to the open‘ug of the graduating exercises 
at Battle Monument at ten o'clock. Following the invo- 
cation by Chaplain Wheat, General Pershing delivered 
the address to the Cadets, saying: 

The education offered young men at West Point under 
normal conditions differs in many respects from that given 
in other schools and colleges. The primary purpose of the 
course of training at West Point is the development of those 
mental, moral and physical qualities requisite to the efficient 

i leader. Its basic thought is to inculeste clear ideas 
of discipline, te teach unswerving devotion to duty, and to 
foster ardent patriotism. Throu: : general training in educa- 
tion necessary for intelligent intercourse and through the culti- 
vation of manliness, and a high sense of honor—virtues in- 
dispensable in the soldier—the foundation is laid during the 
four years upon which to build military efficiency and success. 

The test of experience has proved that the trained 
soldier makes the most valuable civilian, and it is our 
proud claim that the qualities of manhood that are emphasized 
here are identical with those found in the highest type of 
citizen. 

There was a time when young men were selected through 
personal influence and whsn appointments usually went to 
those with wealth and position. m there was perhaps some 
tendency toward an aristocracy, but, happily, for many years 
cadets have generally been chosen threugh petitive a- 
tion, and coming, as they do, from all walks of life, they are 
truly representative of the whole people. There is in fact to- 
day ne institution of learning in the country more democratic 
than the Military Academy, where aristocracy does not exist 
unless it be that of characier and ability. 

In some quarters there is a tendency to criticise the methods 
of training and instruction. I think adverse comments 
are usually made without personal know or close investi- 
gation of the purpose of the Academy and its achievements. 
If traced to its real source we should often learn that oppo- 
sition springs from those who have failed in the crucial test 
of war or from others with latent political ambition. There 
is seen here at West Point among the professors and instructors 
a healthy, progressive attitude duly with moderate 
conservatism than whom no body of public servants has ren- 
dered more valuable, though inconspicuous, service fo the 
country. While inviting honest criticism, we should not take 
undue alarm at loose sporadic outbursts of condemnation. 
Abundant evidence of the soundness of West Point is to be 
found in the annals of American wars. 

In all our wars graduates of West Point have taken high 
rank as leaders. During the World War eighty-five per cent. 
of our general officers above the of brigadier general 
and seventy per cent. of the brigadier generals were from 
the Academy. The vast majority of General Staff officers, 
especially in the combat arms, were graduates. Though rela- 
tively small in numbers, men of West Point have always been 
the leaveti, and have ever given the guiding impulse that has 
carried our armies to victory. More than this, although the 
curriculum here is not especially designed to afford preparation 
for civil callings or professions, yet it is conceded that no 
other institution has furnished to the country as great a pro- 
portion of distinguished citizens as West Point. 

From the very nature of the instruction, aiming as it does 
to maintain our highest and best traditions, this institution 
remains the fountain head that inspires devotion to duty, ad- 
herence to honor and love of country. Because of this, it be- 
comes the duty of graduates of the Academy, fortunate enough 
to have had the benefit of its exceptional advantages, to en- 
courage both in and out of the Army, by precept and example, 
those qualities in America’s young manhood that go to make 
patriotic citizens. Graduates should mingle with their fellows 
in civil life, without affectation or conceit, and whether in 
the Regular Service or whether preparing the youth of the 
land for war should always maintain that modesty and poise 
that inspire confidence and respect ever freely accorded those 
whose initiative and efficiency mark them as leaders. 

Your predecessors have set a high standard of public ser- 
vice; they have furnished the nucleus around which the Gov- 
ernment, always unprepared for war, has formed its armies 
for each emergency. To the richest nation in the world they 
have ever given their abilities for a pittance; they have en- 
dured hardships and isolation without complaint; they have 
greeted dangers with enthusiasm; they have handled vast sums 
of money with scrupulous honesty. These services have been 
rendered. so consistently and so unobtrusively that they have 
been accepted as a matter of course, and the rare fineness 
of their quality has often been ignored. 

We find ourselves in troublous times. There is unrest and un- 
certainty abroad and at home. You are consecrating yourselves 
to your country’s service. May you safeguard her honor and 
her integrity with that unselfish devotion that has been yours 
during these years of apprenticeship. School yourselves to 
a career of self-sacrifice, which has its full reward in the 
friendships it engenders, and in the sense of duty well done. 
Be not swerved from the path of uprightness by selfish motives 
of political origin, but preserve the uniform unsullied. Cherish 
the high principles for which West Point has ever stood and 
measure your own patriotism and conduct by her standards. 
Thus we look to you and your successors so to live through 
the years that the spirit of West Point may endure forever. 

Secretary Baker made a brief address, in the course 
of which he referred to General Pershing as “the great- 
est living American soldier,” and then presented the 
graduates with their diplomas, interrupting this to allow 
General Pershing to present their diplomas to Cadets 
Thayer and Shattuck, sons of his classmates.

INLAND WATERWAYS AND THE ARMY. 
Service a New Factor in National Life. 


Marck 1, 1920, marked- the beginning of a new era for 
our national transportation systems; it also marked the 
active entry of the War Department. into the inland 
waterway situation in a capacity which possesses inter- 
esting possibilities for making the Army an important 
factor in the stimulation of mor: general commercial 
traffic upon that section of our industrial transportation 
organization. Both of these developments result directly 
from the passage of that constructive picce of legislation 
known as the Transportation act of 1920. ‘This is par- 
ticularly interesting to the Army in that it provides for 
the continuation, under the Secretary of War, of the 
inland waterway activities of the late lailroad Admin- 
istration. It specifically charges the War Department, 
among other Guties, with promoting, encouraging and 
developing inland waterway transportation facilities in 
connection with the commerce of the United States; in- 
vestigating types of boats most suitable for the different 
classes of such waterways; as well as the subject of 
water terminals and the existing status of inland water 
transportation. It also directs the publication by the 
War Department from time to time of such useful sta- 
tistics, data and information concerning transportation 
on inland waterways as may ve deemed to be of value to 
the commercial interests of the country. 

The foregoing provisions are the outcome of a singu- 
jar set of circumstances. During the war the Railroad 
Administration had been forced, owing to necessity of 
relieving railroad congestion, to utilize inland waterways 
so far as practicable for such freight as they could prop- 
erly handle. ‘he Director General was obliged to build 
a considerable fleet of boats particularly suited for water- 
way operation. As the time approachcd for the return 
of the railroads to their owners the Railroad Adminis- 
tration was in a peculiar situation, inasmuch as these 
administration fleets which had performed vaTtuable ser- 
vices on the Mississippi and on the New York state barge 
canal were the property of the Government and without 
private owners to whom they could be restored for con- 
tinned private operations. It seemed to be in the best 
interests of commerce at large to continue the work 
thus initiated through some properly qualified branch of 
the Government. : 

The opportunity was presented for the accomplish- 
ment. of a vital public service which harmonized nicely 
with the aspirations of the Army for a larger sphere of 
national constructive peace-time activity. The major 
part of the actual development of navigable rivers and 
harbors had for the last century been largely carried out 
by the War Department, so that it had been more inti- 
mately connected with waterways in general than had 
any other single Government bureau. The Army also 
had available a corps of transportation experts whose 
experience along traffic lines seemed to exactly meet the 
requirements of this new undertaking. Upon the formal 
dissolution of the Railroad Administration on Feb. 29, 
1920, the division of inland waterways of that organiza- 
tion was accordingly taken over by the War Department. 


What the Army Is Doing. 

The activities of the Army in this direction consist of 
continuing the operation of the barge fleets constructed 
for the Mississippi river and the New York barge canal. 
Upon the Mississippi the War Department is perfecting 
the freight service already inaugurated between St. Louis 
and New Orleans and is augmenting the present fleet by 
a number of new barges which are to be placed in opera- 
tion during April. In its operations on the Warrior 
river in Alabama, which for administrative purposes are 
included with those on the Mississippi, the Army is 
maintaining an important transportation service be 
tween the coal fields of Alabama and Mobile and New 
Orleans. On the New York state barge canal, which 
opened for navigation May 15, the Army is prepared to 
furnish adequate barge service between Buffalo, Albany 
and New York city. The principal cargo is grain from 
the Great Lakes district to New York city and the re- 
turn upstream of general cargo. 

In these operations the War Department expects to 
have in service during the summer of 1920 a total of 
165 barges and towboats, aggregating a cargo capacity 
of 141,450 tons. This equipment is all new and the 
Government has profited by experience of previous de- 
signs and has evolved some types of barges entirely 
unique in thag service; for instance, self-propelled barges 
capable of carrying upwards of 400 tons and at the 
same time towing other barges. By these and other in- 
novations it is anticipated that the ton mileage cost of 
inland waterway transportation may be permanently 
lowered. 

In addition the Army will have important duties in 
connection with the development of inland waterway 
traflic. For example, it will attempt to co-ordinate, so 
far as practicable, the hitherto competing lines of rail 
and water transportation into a single traffic system by 
means of through tariffs for joint rail and water freight 
movements, and to effect co-ordination which will bring 
about a reduction in transportation cost and relieve the 
intensive traffic congestion which the railroads are still 
facing. These duties will also include the study and de- 
velopment of combined rail and water terminal facili- 
ties. In thus entering a field which is in a sense so far 
removed from actual military operations the War De- 
partment is giving to the Government and to the nation 
concrete evidence of the desire of the new Army to be- 
come a potent factor in commercial as well as military 
achievement. 
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PRAISE FoR CAPTAIN LEIGH’S ENDOWMENT PLAN. 

Capt. Richard H. Leigh, of the battleship Tennessee 
was probably never so happily inspired as when he ap- 
pealed to the natives of the state to endow their battle 
ships, says the Sun and New York Herald. For the last 
two or three years every big university in the country 
has been raising an endowment fund or an alumni fund 
so that future generations may pursue their studies un- 
hampered by any financial worries. The state of Ten- 
nessee has gone one step further by providing a perma- 
nent fund on which the ship’s commander can draw 
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the welfare of his men. Instead of donating a costly set 
of silver or a handsome library Captain Leigh urged the 
state committee to invest the money in good Tennessee 
securities and to devote the interest toward providing en- 
tertainments and luxuries for the ship’s crew. The sug- 
gestion met with the committee’s instant approval, and 
ta the distinction of being the first inland state to man a 
battleship with her own sons Tennessee adds the further 
— of playing the rédle of permanent fairy god- 
mother. 
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REORGANIZATION OF ARMY MEDICAL CORPS. 

The reorganization of the Army Medical Corps is pro- 
ceeding favorably, according to higher ranking officers 
connected with the Surgeon General's office in Wash- 
ington. Practically all the records and papers of candi- 
dates for appointment to the Mcdical Corps are com- 
pleted and there will be no delay in having the candi- 
dates, both in the Army and in civil life, appear before 
the board for their physical or professional examina- 
tions. When the Army Reorganization act became law 
there were 850 applications in the Surgeon General's 
office and daily this number continues to increase. 

In the Dental Corps there are approximately 180 ap- 
plicants. Seventy-six of this number, however, have not 
forwarded their final applications and the delinquents 
are urged to return these papers at the earliest possible 
date. 

The records indicate that there are 200 applicants for 
appointment to the commissioned personnel in the Vet- 
erinary Corps. Additional applicants are expected to 
send in their names. Although there are only eighty- 
nine vacancies in the Veterinary Corps, those desiring 
commissions are requested to present their applications 
immediately to the Surgeon General, Washington, D.C. 
Promotions will be made in the Veterinary Corps as 
follows: To be permanent colonels, Majors Frederick 
Foster to C. D. Murdo, inclusive; to be lieutenant col- 
onels, Major Turner to Major Steeie, inclusive; to be 
majors, Capt. Stanclift to 1st Lieut. J. A. Lytle, inclu- 
sive; to be captains, C. Loveberry to J. N. Hornbacker ; 
to be first lieutenants, S. R. Ingram to 2d Lieut. BE. L. 
Nye. The remainder of the commissioned personnel of 
the Veterinary Corps, dll second lieutenants, will be eli- 





‘gible for promotion to first lieutenant during the calen- 


dar year. Most of these promotions will come during 
July and in September. 

The present Army Reorganizaton act makes no pro- 
vision as to the number of enlisted personnel for the 
Veterinary Corps and for this reason the officers are 
eager to learn what requirements will be made for in- 
suring the proper enlisted strength. Under the former 
plan the corps numbered 1,500 men. There is no ques- 
tion that this number wil be necessary for the corps 
in order to maintain the war efficiency of the Service. 
The Veterinary Corps is charged with one of the most 
important phases of the Army, that is, the care and pro- 
tection of the animals, a task that requires the constant 
attention of both officers and men in order to insure the 
proper sanitation of the animals and their housing. 
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ENLISTMENT AND BONUS UNDER ACT OF 1920. 


In a telegram of June 16, 1920, to department com- 
manders, main recruiting stations, ete., regarding en- 
listments in the Army undér Section 27, act of June 4, 
1920, Major Gen. P. C. Harris, The Adjutant General, 
said: 

The following ruling applies to enlistment and re-enlistment 
ander act approved June 4, 1920: 

Men who have had prior service in the Regular Army under 
enlistments entered into prior to April 2, 1917, or on or after 
Feb. 28, 1919, will be regarded as re-enlisting and must enlist 
for three years and are entitled upon such re-enlistment to 
payment of enlistment allowance of $90. 

Men who enlisted subsequent to April 1, 1917, and prior to 
Feb. 28, 1919, whether in the Regular Army, National Army, 
National Guard or United States Army or other branch, are 
eligible for original enlistment for one year or three years, 
provided they have not enlisted in the Regular Army prior or 
subsequent to those dates, and if enlisted for three years are 
entitled to payment upon honorable discharge of enlistment 
allowance of $90. 

In other words, service during the emergency only under 
enlistment for any arm or branch or induction made between 
April 2, 1917, and Feb, 28, 1919, does not count as original 
enlistment in determining eligibility for original enlistment 
under act of June 4. 

Applicants for first enlistment in the Army must be between 
the ages of eighteen and thirty-five. 

Applicants who have attained their thirty-fifth birthday and 
have not had previous service in the Army are not eligible for 
enlistment. 

Maximum age limit will not apply to men having had prior 
service in Regular Army, Volunteers or National Guard Fed- 
eral Service, or who were enlisted or inducted for any branch 
ef the Army during emergency. 
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TRANSCONTINENTAL ARMY MOTOR CONVOY. 
Leaves Washington for Los Angeles. 





The transcontinental Army motor transport convoy, 
eonsisting of fifty-two vehicles with necessary officers and 
enlisted personnel, left Washington, D.C., on June 14 
after a formal ceremony at the Zero Milestone on the 
Ellipse south of the White House. The convoy is bound 
for Los Angeles, Calif., by way of the Bankhead Na- 
tional Highway. The purposes for which this trip is to 
be conducted are: 

The War Department’s contribution to the good roads 
movement, for the purpose of educating the public toward 
a realization of the necessity for a national system of 
highways, as one of the most important factors in the 
economic growth of the country. Extended service or 
performance test of the several types of motorized vehi- 
eles for the purpose of determining which type is best 
suited for the territory traversed. The collection of com- 
parative data on the operation and maintenance of the 
various types of vehicles. The collection of comparative 
data on the performance of solid and pneumatic tires. 
For extensive field service and training for officers and 
enlisted men. For the purpose of determining the prac- 
ticability of motor convoy control by the use of the wire- 
less telegraph and wireless telephone. For the purpose of 
recruiting personnel for the Motor Transport Corps in 
particular and tho Army in general. For the collection of 


‘road data relative to the character of pavements, condi- 


tion, ete. For the further development of a closer rela- 
tionship with the public, in order that they might bo 
familiar with the various Army activities. 

The convoy will be composed of various types of yehi- 
cles, retained by the Army. The vehicles included are: 
Five Dodge touring cars; two Cadillac touring cars; 


two Dodge light delivery trucks; seven White 114-ton 
cargo trucks; three White tank trucks; two White staff 
observation cars; eight .Garford 14%4-ton trucks, cargo; 
eight Packard 1%4-ton trucks, cargo; four Standardized 
“B” trucks, cargo; two F.W.D. trucks, cargo; one G.M.C. 
ambulance; one kitchen trailer; one Cleveland tractor; 
four motorcycles, solo; two motorcycles, with side cars. 
The personnel accompanying the trip will be one Motor 
Transport Company, at war strength; one Service Park 
Unit, at war strength; one Headquarters Motor Com- 
mand; one Engineer Detachment; one Medical Detach- 
ment; and one Signal Corps Detachment. The total per- 
sonnel] will be about twenty officers (including observers) 
and 160 men. 
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NAVAL RESERVE TO BE INCREASED. 
Campaign for 20,000 Enrollments Planned. 

Instructions were issued by the Bureau of Navigation, 
Navy Department, June 16, relative to the campaign to 
enroll 20,000 Naval Reservists authorized in the Naval 
Appropriation act of June 4. All new enrollments are 
to be for four years, with inactive duty after serving on 
active duty not less than one year nor more than eighteen 
months. Commandants of naval districts, through Re- 
serve officers and members of the Reserve Force, will 
handle the campaign. Newly enrolled men will be trans- 
ferred to the same places as are prescribed for new en- 
listments in the Navy, except that there will be no en- 
rollment for trade schools and no Réservist will be trans- 
ferred to other than a training station or to a receiv- 
ing ship for general detail. Reservists already enrolled, 
whether confirmed in rating or not, will be transferred 
to receiving ships for general detail. All Reservists, 
newly enrolled or recalled to active duty, will have the 
same physical and other examinations as required for 
corresponding ratings in the Regular Navy. Illiteracy 
will cause the rejection of any applicant. The law au- 
thorizing the enrollment of new Reservists, and the re- 
call to active duty of men already enrolled, provides that 
it must be done with their own consent. Enrollments 
and transfers will not. begin until July 1. 

Naval Reserve Flying Corps of 2,000. 

The Navy Department has decided that the Naval Re- 
serve Flying Corps (Class 5) will consist of approxi- 
mately 2,000 officers, all of whom must be qualiiied naval 
aviators. In order to obtain and maintain the officers 
the following plan has been adopted: The required per- 
centage of graduates of designated universities and ¢»l- 
jeges, who have completed a syllabus of training in avia- 
tion approved by the Navy Department, and who meet 
all other requirements defined by the Navy Department, 
will be enrolled in the Flying Corps as midshipmen. 
They will immediately be sent to Pensacola, or other 
naval air stations, for an intensive course of training 
for three months or longer. Upon completion of the 
course graduates will be commissioned either as ensigns 
in Class 5 or will be discharged, according to whether or 
not they are considered qualified forall the duties of an 
officer in the Flying Corps. Every officer in the Flying 
Corps will be confirmed in appointment after graduation 
and thereafter will be required to take at least two weeks’ 
active duty for training at a naval air station or with 2 
fleet aviation detachment each year. 

Facilities will be open at all times to officers of the 
Flying Corps at all naval air stations to engage in 
flights at their own convenience. In order to remain in 
the Flying Corps each officer must have at least fifteen 
hours’ actual time in the air each year of his enrollment. 
There are approximately 1,500 qualified aviators in the 
Naval Reserve Flying Corps. An officer in the corps 
will not be re-enrolled after he has had eight years’ ser- 
vice; therefore, in order to provide and maintain the 
necessary number it will be necessary to enroll and train 
about 400 midshipmen every year. Only officers now in 
Class 5 who are qualified naval aviators and have had 
less than eight years’ naval service will be eligible for 
re-enrollment. Enrolled enlisted men wil! not be eligi- 
ble for enrollment in this class. 


CONSTRUCTIVE NAVY LEGISLATION. 

Concerning the many naval matters before the recent 
Congress, Chairman Page of the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs, in a statement on June 16, declared that 
a number of important constructive measures were re- 
ported out by the Senate committee and passed by Con- 
gress. He cited the personnel legislation to the Naval 
Appropriation act as an important step towards naval 
efficiency. “Since May 19, 1919,” said Senator Page, 
“the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs has had re- 
ferred to it for consideration sisty-five bills, including 
two annual appropriation bills and the so-called Kelley- 
Wadsworth pay bill, thirty-eight of which bills have had 
final action by the full committee.” In addition, said 
Senator Page, eight sub-committees were appointed to 
consider various matters of Navy interest. Six of these 
committees are still intact and in touch with their in- 
vestigations, including the sub-committee headed by Sen- 
ator Hale on Navy Medal Awards, and the investigation 
of the Navy Department’s administration during the 
early part of the war. 

The annual appropriation act for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1920, carried a total appropriation of 
$616,096,838, and that for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1921, a total appropriation of $433,279,574. Neither 
bill carried authorization for new construction of ves- 
sels, but both contained appropriations for continuing 
the construction of vessels heretofore authorized. The 
appropriation bills, declared Senator Page, have been 
considered from the standpoint of adequately maintain- 
ing our present naval Service rather than at this time 
embarking upon a policy of future expansion and new 
canstruction, pending consideration of the Navy Depart- 
ment’s recommendations as a result of the lessons de- 
rived from the World War. f 

Further Senator Page stated that in view of the trans- 
port duty being performed by the Navy during the 
spring of 1920 gradual demobilization of our war-time 
naval forces was urged by the Navy Department, and 
consequently the, appropriations for the fiscal year end- 








ing June 30, 1920, were necessarily larger than in nor- . 


mal times. . 

The purpose of the committee in the appropriation act 
for the ensuing fiscal year was to maintain in an ade- 
quate status the naval establishment of to-day. Legis- 
jation on the general reorganization of the Navy and 
Marino Corps has not been under consideration, Senator 
Page said, in adding, however, that the bill H.R. 13108 
contains such provisions affecting the personnel of the 
Navy and Marine Corps as were urgently recommended 


by the department as being vital to the imifgdiate wel- 
fare and proper organization of the Service. Concern- 
ing the sub-committees, Senator Page said that the sub- 
committee on Government ownership or control of radio- 
telegraphy held hearings from August to November, 
1919, and has submitted a report. The bill 8S. 4038 cone 
tains the legislation as recommended by the sub-commit- 
tee and it is now on the calendar. Throughout the ses- 
sion, declared Senator Page, the committee manifested 
exacting interest in the formation of constructive legis- 
lation toward the preparedness of an American Navy. 
He expressed himself as confident that a big start was 
made by Congress in perfecting legislation towards plac- 
ing the Navy on a permanently organized basis and 
which will insure the greatest efficiency both in peace 
and in war. 
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U.S. NAVY SUMMER SCHOOL FOR BOYS. 
To Open on July 15 for Sie Weeks. 

The establishment of two summer schools for boys at 
Great Lakes Naval Training Station and at the Naval 
Operating Base, Hampton Roads, Va., has been author- 
ized by the Secretary of the Navy, who thus exercises 
his diseretion in a matter legalized in the Naval Appro- 
priation act of June 4. ‘These will be experimental 
schools for boys between the ages of sixtcen and twenty 
years. The schools will open July 15 for a course lasting 
six weeks. Each school will accommodate 1,000 boys, 
and the instruction will be along practical lines, includ- 
ing physical development, discipline, education of char- 
acter and the cultivation of Navy tradition. Every at- 
tention possible will be given to religious instruction and 
recreation. Transportation to the training stations must 
be paid by the aecepted applicant, but the Government 
will furnish subsistenee, uniforms and other equipment, 
Commandants of the training stations will furnish nec- 
essary transportation back to place of enrollment. 

Applicants for enrollment must pass the necessary 
examinations, physical and otherwise, that are pre- 
scribed for regular enrollment in the Naval Reserve 
Force. High character qualifications will be insisted 
upon, and recruiting officers in selecting applicants have 
been directed to invite the assistance of the principals of 
high schools, clergymen, superintendents of Sunday 
schools, officials of local chambers of commerce, and 
other individuals of high standing in the several com- 
munities. Formal consent papers, including consent to 
prophylactic treatment, are required to be filled out by 
parents or guardians for all boys enrolling, regardless of 
their age. Each boy must enroll in the Naval Reserve 
Foree for not less than three months. It is probable, 
however, that all boys will be disenrolled at the expira- 
tion of the six weeks’ course, and will not be held for 
the full period of three months. 

Examinations will begin at once. Applicants will not 
be sworn in and enrolled at recruiting stations. but each 
accepted applicant will be given a letter by the recruit- 
ing officer stating that he hag passed the prescribed ex- 
aminations for enrollment in the Naval Reserve Force. 
This letter will be presented to the authorities at the 
training stations. All papers pertaining to physical ex- 
aminations will be made out and signed at the recruiting 
office. Enrollment articles and records will be made out 
at reeruiting stations. except that all dates and signa- 
tures will be left blank. All papers will be given to the 
applicant, who will be explicitly informed that he is 
to proceed to the prescribed training station at his own 
expense, and. to report there on July 14, forenoon, if 
practicable. Each boy will be instructed to take with 
him an ample supply of underclothing, toilet articles, 
socks, handkerchiefs, etc., and two pairs of black shoes. 
Each boy will receive the regular pay of his rating (ap- 
prentice seaman) during the period of his enrollment. 
Official enrollment will be as apprentice seaman, U.S.N. 
R.F., Class 4.

In case it becomes evident that certain districts will 
not suceeed in getting their full quota, recruiting in- 
spectors will redistribute quotas in their respective divi- 
sions so that the allowed quota will be assured.

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PROMOTION OF CLASS 3 OFFICERS, U.S.N.R.F. 


Instructions issued from the Bureau of Navigation, 
Navy Department, June 10, regulate the promotion of 
Class 3 officers (Naval Auxiliary Reserve), U.S.N.R.F, 
All future promotions, according to these instructions, 
of the officers of Class 3 will be considered under four 
heads, thus: (a) Class 3 officers on active duty with the 
train; (b) seagoing officers of the merchant marine; 
(c) Class 3 officers who are connected with the mer- 
chant marine in a shore duty status; (d) officers of 
Class 3 who are not following the sea. Promotions will 
be regulated as follows: An officer who has served three 
years as an ensign on a vessel attached to the train 
shall be eligible for promotion to lieutenant (j.g.). His 
service most have been satisfactory and his record cred- 
itable.. A lieutenant (j.g.) will, after three years’ ser- 
vice as such on board a vessel of the train, be eligible for 
promotion to lieutenant under the same requirements. 
Promotions to the grade of lieutenant commander will 
be in accordance with Paragraph 207 of the Reserve 
Force Regulations. 7 

Officers of division (b) who have held licenses and 
performed the duties afloat for one year which entitle 
them to a higher rank, im accordance with the table in 
Paragraph 207 of Reserve Force Regulations, will be 
considered eligible for such promotion upon making 
written. application to the bureau, accompanicd by Jet- 
ters from their commanding oflicer or the marine super- 
inten@ent of their company, stating that their services 
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have bdbecn completely satisfactory ard recomuendint 
them for such promotion. If the barcau then approves, 
the officers will be authorized to report to the comman- 
dant of any naval district for examination, in accord- 
ance with article 212 (2) (a), Naval Reserve Force 
Regulations. Upon r of a report of this examina- 
tion by the bureaa, if applicant passes, he will be 
issued a confirmed commission from the date of comple- 
tien of the examination. 

Officers of division (c) are not eligible for promotion 
as they are not actually following the sea as a profes- 
sion. They will mark time in their grades, pending 
their return to sea. 

Officers of division (ad) will hold their present rank 
until the expiration of their enrolment, when they will 
not be considered eligible for ve-enrollment in Class 3.

Frank B. Freyer, U.S.N., now 
on duty in the J.A.G.’s office at the Navy Department, 
be assigned to the Pernvian navy, and his appointment 
will probably be announced shortly. The law provides 
that while officers are detailed to duty in South America 
they shall draw the pay and allowances of their rank in 
the U.S. Navy in addition to compensation allowed by 
the South American governments.

Modification will be directed, before July 1, in the 
order requiring Navy officers to take physical exercise 
one-half day ‘each week, excluding Sundays and holidays, 
in order to obviate the inconveniences the order entailed 
in the bureaus of the Navy Department. ‘The suggested 
plan. which meets with general approval of chiefs of 
bureaus, will require each vilicer to take one-half hour 
ef exercise every day either before reporting for duty or 
on leaving the department for the day, so that no time 
will be lost during office hours.

British ADMIRALTY WaTcHes Ovr BuILpING PrRoGRramM. 

Walter Hume Long, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
stated in the British House of Commons on June 15 that 
the British Admiralty was followimg with the closest 
attention the developments of the naval program of the 
United States. He added that the Admiralty would not 
fail to ask Parliament for necessary powers if its mem- 
bers thought that the British navy was falling behind its 
proper naval standard. 
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INSTRUCTION FOR DPFICTENT MIDSHIPMEN. 

In compliance with the provision of the General Defi- 
ciency Appropriation act, passed June 5, 1920, Secretary 
Daniels has directed the Superintendent of the U.S. 
Naval Academy, Rear Admiral Archibald H. Scales, to 
make the necessary arrangements to supply special in- 
struction to these midshipmen who failed at the last ex- 
amination in the subjects in which they were found defi- 
cient. In this provision of law it is the apparent 
intention of Congress to give a “second chance” to the 
comparatively few midshipmen who have failed in ex- 





amination, in the subjects in which they were found defi- 
cients to apply themselves to special instruction in order 
to be re-examined next September so as to continue with 
their classes. ‘These midshipmen will, of course, miss 
the annual cruise and, in the opinion of Navy officers, 
will as a result be likely: to be deficient in other subjects, 
even if they succeed in making up their “conditions.”

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NAVAL Reserves To Man Ten Eacie Boats. 

Ten Eagle boats, to be manned principally by officers 
and men of the U.S. Naval Reserve Foree, are soon to 
make the voyage to the Pacific coast. The boats will 
leave Portsmouth, N.H., about Aug. 1 for San Francisco, 
making steps along the Atlantic coast and in the Pan- 
ama Canal and ports of the Pacifie before arriving at 
San Francisco.

SHOULDER PATCH INSIGNIA.

DISCHARGE AND REAPPOINTMENT IN LOWER GRADES, 
Cir. 217, Jume 11, 1920, War Dept. 

The followimg is 7:blished for the information and guidances 
of all concerned: 

1, The Army -\ppropriation act 
contains the foli wing: 

“Emergency Commissioned Personnel. 

“That the President is authoried to retain temporarily in 
service, under their present commissions, or to discharge and 
recommission temporarily in lower grades, such emergency 
officers as he may deem necessary; but the total number of offi- 
cers on active duty, exclusive of retired officers and disabled 
emergency officers undergoing treatment for physical reconstrue- 
tion, shall at no time exceed 17,823. Any emergency officer 
may be discharged when his services are no longer required, 
and all such officers shall be discharged not later than Dee. 
831, 1920. All officers of ‘the Regular Army holding com- 
missions granted for the period of the existing emergency, in 
whatever grade, shall be discharged therefrom not later than 
June 30, 1920.” 

2. Recommendations for discharge and reappointment tem- 
porarily in lower grades will be based on organizational and 
administrative needs and will be made when required by these 
considerations. 

8. All commanding officers will submit from time to time to 
The Adjutant General of the Army, through military channels,

hk. Whether the officer understands that the retention of his 
present temporary appointment or the aceeptance of a new 
temporary appointment will have ne bearing whatsoever on any 
application for appointment in the Regular Army, and that ail 
such temporary appoi “ments are subject to termination on or 
before Dee. 31, 1920 

5. Each recommendation will be yvnconditienal and to the 
effect that the officer in question be cischarged from the mili- 
tary service of the United States and that he he tendered a new 
appointment in grade recommended.

Colonel Fairservis, in a speech of welcome, spok> of the 
honor of having such a world character as General Pershing 
as a guest, the great leader who had so skillfully in the World 
War led the great American Army to victory. He also paid 
tribute to the gallantry of the 106th Infantry (eld 23d) as 
the first regiment of the U.S.A. to fight on Belgian soil, and 
to the brave men of the command whe gave up their lives. 
When General Pershing was presented to the guests at the din- 
ner he received prolonged hand clapping and cheers. In a 
brief address he spoke of his rccent experiences when an Army 
tramsport grounded on a coral reef off the harbor of San Juan, 
P.R., which had delayed his return and postponed the date 
of the review, and continued: 

“E cannot tell you the feeling that came te my heart to-night 
as I meet again with the representatives of that splendid regi- 
ment known as the 106th, which was mainly made up ef the 
old 23d and the present 23d, and the present 23d has inherited 
the traditions which are se proudly the preperty of the 106th 
as it served in this splendid 27th New York Division. We 
always considered ourselves—at least I always considered it 
an unfortunate thing that the 27th Division could not have 
been with our own Army. But as a matter of faet, while we 
insisted upon the fermation of an American Army as such, 
and fighting it as such, there were ether obligations that rested 
upen the American ferces. Those obligations were that we 
should stand ready to provide the necessary troops, fresh from 
America, well trained, aggressive, full of go, that could be 
} ‘eed at the proper time with the Belgians, with the British 
«. with the French, to give them the necessary impulse to 
put their lines forward. It fell to the lot, then, of the 27th 
and the 30th Divisiens to serve with the Belgians under French 
command and British command, apart mest of the time, although 
organized under a corps under our own corps commander. I 
need not recount here the gallant deeds of those troops, es- 
pecially the 106th. But we do knew this, that no treops con- 
dueted themselves on the battlefield with greater credit to the 
people they represented, greater credit to the nation they repre- 
sealed. than the men of the 106th Regiment. 

“Those of us who were interested in preparedness have ex- 
hausted every possible argument and every resource in an en- 
deaver to convince the Congress that some step should be taken 
looking to the rehabilitation of these organizatieas of the Na- 
tional Guard and of the National Army, that they might he 
retained in the Service, that their traditions and their history 
and their splendid record might be retained as a nucleus upon 
which to build a future organization throughout the country 
that would be ready in time ef war, so that we would not 
again be found in the situation in which we were found in 
1917. 

“It is most gratifying to see the members of this regiment 
and of this division rise to the situatiea, iully appreciating 
the necessity of rehabilitating these splendid organizations; 
and it is encouraging to know that old members of the 106th, 
the old 23d, are coming to the fere and lending their influence 
toward this end. I congratulate you upon the efforts that 
you are making and wish you all sorts of success, which I 
predict will be great.” 

The military ceremonies at the armory consisted of a re- 
view of the 23d by General Pershing, regimental drill, evening 
parade, and salute to the colors. The regiment had a large 
turneut of men, and made a splendid appearance under the 
trying ordeal of a pene night. General Pershing paid 
the command a very high compliment for its appearance and 
general steadiness. As he passed around the limes during the 
inspection he frequently stepped and talked with some officer 
or man who had served on the battle line overseas with the 
A.E.F. As the General passed arownd the lines he was greeted 
with continuous applause, and from young children to the oldest 
grown-ups he inspired the greatest admiration.

F. J. K. asks: I was discharged June 6, 1920, and re-enlisted 
June 7, 1920. The. President signed the Army Reorganization 
bill on June 4, 1920, which provides for a $90 bonus for every 
soldier enlisting or re-enlisting for three years. Am I entitled to 
this bonus or does this mean fon enlistments on and after July 
1, 1920? I re-enlisted for the three-year period. Answer: The 
bill says “hereafter,” and hereafter means from and after June 
4, 1920. 

CONSTANT READER asks: (1) Did the bill introduced by 
Hon. Miles Poindexter, giving Service men who have been in 
the Spanish-American and the late European war retirement 
after twenty-seven years’ service, pass? (2) What is the pay 
of an acting warrant officer (Coast Guard) with over — 
years’ service? Did the order of May 18, 1920, reduce his 
to that of chief boatswain’s mate? Answer: (a) No. (2) 
rant officers of Coast Guard, according to the Pay act of May 
18, 1920, shall receive the same pay, allowances and increases 
as now are, herein are, or hereafter may be preseribed for cor- 
responding grades or ratings and length of service in the Navy.

L. B. H. asks: Please interpret Sec. 24 (a) of the new Army 
Reorganization law as to those’ who had commissione@ gervice

In a concrete case, will an officer who had six months 
and ten days’ service at that time be credited with it in case 
he should be appointed an officer under the new Reorganization 
act? Answer: The section gives no credit for the National 
Guard border service. It provides for crediting ‘‘commissioned 
service in the National Guard while in active service since 
April 6, 1917, under a call by the President.” 

F. R. W. asks: (1) In June, 1919, a sergeant, Q.M.C., is 
made sergeant first class, M.C., on a temporary warrant, in 
the latter part of 1919 he is discharged as @ sergeant first class, 
Q.M.C., and re-enlists as a sergeant first class, Q.M.C. Does 
that make the warrant permanent, or will he have to take the 
examination for sergeant first class upon his next re-enlisiment?

He got third in the 200 meter dash and in all, he scored 
nineteen points for the U.S.A. He is among those or- 
dered to the United States for the Olympic tryouts. Jack- 
son, of Headquarters Troops, won in both the 800 and 
1,500 meter and running a lap in the relay. His time 
in the 1,500 meter was fast, 4 minutes 28 seconds, two 
seconds better than that required, and Jackson will be 
among those to compete in St. Louis.

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A CHANGE OF STATION BY LONG MARCH. 


The 7th U.S. Field Signal Battalion and the 9th U.S. 
Engineers (mounted) recently effected a change of sta- 
tion by completing a long march, in Texas, which was a 
highly complimented and well-conducted enterprise. 

Several features of the march mark it as distinct from 
other marches made in the Southern Department in re- 
cent years. In the first place, it is one of the longest 
marches made by troops in change of station. Also the 
troops taking part were technical troops, which is in 
itself an unusual feature, as ordinarily only line troops 
are marched oyerland. The health of the command was 
excellent throughout, very few being sick. Only two ani- 
mals were lost, one horse being overcome by heat while on 
the road between Alpine and Marathon, and another one 
suffering a broken leg. j 

The two organizations marching overland, in one col- 
umn, covered the distance from El Paso, Texas (Fort 
Bliss), to Camp Travis, Texas, in thirty-seven days, ar- 
riving at the. latter station on May 22, 1920. The dis- 
tance by rail between the two points is 622 miles, but as 
the column was forced to make detours the troops con- 
cerned marched approximately 650 miles. 

The 9th Engineers, under command of Major Raymond 
G. Moses, C.E., left Camp Courchesne (El Paso, Texas) 
on April 15, and marched to Ysleta, Texas, from which 
place they marched next day to Fabens, Texas. The 7th 
Field Signal Battalion left Camp Fort Bliss, Texas, on 
April 16, and marched directly to Fabens, Texas, where 
the two units were consolidated into one column, under 
command of Major Charles B. Hazeltine, Signal Corps, 
who also commanded the Signal Battalion. Major Moses 
remained in command of the 9th Engineers until the col- 
umn reached Del Rio, Texas, at which point Major 
Moses received orders to proceed to Camp Grant, IIl. 
Capt. Raymond F. Fowler, C.E., joined the column at 
this point and assumed command of the 9th Engineers. 

From Fabens, Texas, the column followed the route of 
the G.H. & 8.A. railroad, with only such detours as were 
necessary, due to conditions of roads, fords, etc. Stops 
for one day or more were made at Sierra Blanca, one 
day; Marfa, one day; rathon, one day; Pumpville, 
three days; and Del Rio two days, for the purpose of 
resting animals and men, so that the actual number of 
marching days was reduced to twenty-nine days. The 
hardest march was that between Sanderson and Pump- 
ville, where, due to lack of sufficient water for animals 
between these two places, it was necessary to make sixty- 
six miles over very poor roads in twenty-four hours. 

The most interesting feature of the trip was the cross- 
ing of the Pecos river canyon, as there are no highway 
bridges over the canyon south of the Fort Stockton- 
Ozona road, and fords are few in number. The first trail 
made through the Pecos country, called the Bullis Trail, 
crosses the Pecos near the junction of that river and the 
Rio Grande, where the canyon walls are over 300 feet 
high, and precipitous. This crossing has long been consid- 
ered passable for animals only, and not practicable for 
vehicles as large as the Army escort wagon. For this 
reason, other organizations which have crossed in recent 
years have either crossed at the ford at Pandale Post 
Office, about forty miles north of the G.H. & S.A. (High 
Bridge) bridge, or have sent their transportation over the 
bridge itself. After reconnaissance, it was decided to 
send all motor transportation by way of Fort Stockton 
and Ozona, and have it rejoin the column at Comstock, 
while the main part of the column would attempt the 
crossing at the Bullis Trail ford. A certain amount of 
work was done on the road in the canyon, supervised by 
the officers of the Engineers, after which all wagons of 
the column were sent across safely. From data obtained 
at this time, it is now believed that this crossing could, 
without great expense, be made practicable for all classes 
of vehicles, and thus furnish a shorter road between Del 
Rio and El Paso than the road now in use. 

The change of station from El Paso to Camp Travis, 
Texas, was made in order that the two organizations 
could be furnished suitable quarters, there being none 
available at Fort Bliss, Texas,

AWARDS OF DECORATIONS. 


Lieut. Col. Charles W. Ryder, 16th Inf., U.S.A., on 
duty at Camp Taylor, Ky., has been awarded a Distin- 
guished Service Cross, for extraordinary heroism in 
action near Soissons, France, July 21, 1918, and near 
Hill No. 272, Oct. 9, 1918. The citation announced by 
the War Department under date of June 5, 1920, says: 
“Lieutenant Colonel Ryder, then captain, took command 
of the front line units and reorganized them under heavy 
artillery and machine gun fire. Although wounded in 
the early operations he remained in command and di- 
rected the attack until all objectives had been taken. 
For the following additional act of extraordinary hero- 
ism, Lieut. Col. Charles W. Ryder (then major), 16th 
Inf., is awarded an oak leaf cluster to be worn on the 
ribbon of the D.S.C. For extraordinary heroism in action 
near Fleville, France, Oct. 9, 1918. In the attack on 
Hill No. 272, after all his runners had been killed or 
wounded, while trying to establish liaison with the front 
line companies, he advanced alone and personally di- 
rected the action of his command although under direct 
fire from two enemy machine guns. He later personally 
led the final assault on Hill 272, thereby making pos- 
sible the success of the entire attack.” 

Capt. Edward H. Brooks, Cav., U.S.A., late 3d Field’ 
Artillery Brigade, World War, has been awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross, for extraordinary heroism im 
action at Montfaucon, France, Oct. 5, 1918. The cita- 
tion announced by the War Department reads: “Captaim 
Brooks exposed himself to heavy and accurate artillery 
fire directed on ammunition train, while driving a loaded 
ammunition truck to safety, the driver of which had been 
killed by the enemy fire. This truck was attached to a 
burning truck and the prompt action of Captain Brooks 
averted a possible explosion which would have caused 
serious losses.” 

Col. Max B. Garber, U.S.A. (captain of Infantry), 
late 59th Infantry, has been awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal by the War Department, for exceptionally 
meritorious and conspicuous services. The citation reads: 
“He commanded with marked distinction the 59th In- 
fantry during the attack on the Vesle. In this command 
he displayed those high qualities of ability, leadership 
and personal courage that marked him as a determining 
factor in the successes achieved by the 4th Division. His 
present address is care of Zone Supply Office, Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas.” 

Lieut. Col. J. Mahew Wainwright, division inspector, 
late 27th Division, U.S.A., and now inspector of divi- 
sion of New York Guard, has been awarded a Distin- 
guished Service Medal by the War Department, for ex- 
ceptionally meritorious and conspicuous services. The 
citation reads: “As division inspector and more espe- 
cially as an acting general staff officer of the 27th Di- 
vision in the Dickebusch sector in Belgium, the Ypres- 
Lys offensive and the battle of the La Salle river,. in 
France; by his energy, efficient co-ordination of details, 
and persistent application to his task, he regulated all 
movements of the division, involving the evacuation of 
wounded, the relief of units of the line, the supplying of 
rations and ammunition, and the control of communica- 
tions, with such marked success as incurred a minimum 
of loss in each operation.” 

The War Department, by direction of the President, 
on May 20 announced that the Distinguished Service 
Cross has been awarded to Capt. Herbert D. Gibson, 23d 


Inf., for extraordinary heroism in action near St. Etienne-. 


aux-Arnes, France, on Oct. 3, 1918. During the attack 
Captain Gibson, who was then a lieutenant, and his com- 
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pany were debouching from a wood when they were sud- 
denly exposed to direct fire of enemy machine guns at a 
distance of 200 meters. Captain Gibson rushed toward 
the gun and killed two of the gunners before his company 
joined him and completed the capture of the guns. Cap- 
tain Gibson, whose home is in Montpelier, Vt., is now on 
duty at Camp Travis. A D.S.C. was also awarded to 
Paul F. Brown, former major in the medical detachment 
of the 361st Infantry, for heroism in action near Eclis- 
fontaine on the night of Sept. 26, 1918, when Major 
Brown, then a captain, advanced in front of the Ameri- 
can line for the purpose of rescuing wounded left in ad- 
vance of the new lines by the retirement of a unit of the 
regiment. Due to his efforts, fourteen wounded Ameri- 
cans were brought safely back to tke lines.

Tne GERMAN ARMY AND NAvy. 

In accordance with the terms of the Versailles Treaty 
the German government, on June 10, 1920, announced 
that its army had been cut down to 200,000 men. An 
order issued by President Ebert on June 14 creates a 
pravisional army advisory committee to work with the 
Ministry of Defense, according to a statement in the 
New York Times, and a corresponding navy advisory 
committee.

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MEMBERS IN AzTEC CLUB oF 1847. 

After the termination of a war, the formation of asso- 
ciations to keep alive the comradeships formed therein 
and to erect memorials to the dead seems to react upon 
associations formed at the close of previous wars by in- 
spiring them to increase their activities and to extend 
their membership. This appears to be the case with the 
association formed in the city of Mexico in the fall of 
1847 by officers who served in Mexico in that war, known 
as The Aztec Club of 1847. In order to advise those in 
the Services who may be eligible to membership in this 
club, but whose names and relationships to primary mem- 
bers are not known to the club, we print the following, 
taken from club circulars dated June 1, 1920: “There are 
many gentlemen now eligible to membership in the Aztec 
Club who should be members. The Executive Committee 
therefore invites the active co-operation of all members in 
securing applications for membership from all who are 
eligible and desirable. The eldest sons or nearest blood 
relatives of commissioned officers of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps, Regulars and volunteers, who served in 
any part of Mexico during the war of 1846-7-8, not al- 
ready members of this club, are respectfully invited to 
make application for membership in the Aztec Club of 
1847, now founded in perpetuity. All such applications 
should be sent to the Secretary for reference to the Ad- 
mission Committee, and if the applicant is found eligible 
he will be voted on by the committee. Applications must 
be accompanied by letters of recommendation from two 
members in good standing. Applicants will be declared 
elected if there is not more than one negative vote. Each 
representative member may nominate his successor as an 
associate member, who, on the decease of the representa- 
tive member, will succeed to that membership, provided 
said associate be a blood relative of the officer who served 
in Mexico during the war of 1846-7-8. Initiation fee for 
members, either representative or associate, $15. There 
are no annual dues.

BELLEAU Woop Day. 

Belleau Wood Day (the second anniversary of the 
battle) was observed by the Minnesota Marines on June 
5, at Nicollet Park, Minneapolis, where a field day was 
held in honor of the 117 marines of Minnesota who died 
during the World War. Major Gen. George Barnett, 
Commandant, U.S.M.C., unveiled a memorial tablet to 
the gallant men who lost their lives and paid tribute to 
the state’s fighting men. Following the ceremony, at 
which the regimental colors of the 6th Regiment, U.S. 
Marines, were paraded, the tablet was accepted on be- 
half of the state of Minnesota by President Marion Le- 
roy Burton, of the University of Minnesota. Rev. James 
E. Freeman, of St. Mark’s Episcopal Church, Minne- 
apolis, pronounced the invocation and benediction. Fol- 
lowing the benediction “taps” was sounded. A few mo- 
ments later “reveille’ burst forth which launched an ex- 
cellent program of boxing, aerial contests and a baseball 
game between the Marines and the 15ist Field Artillery, 
U.S.A., which was won by the Marines, score 4 to 3. 
About 4,000 people witnessed this, the first Belleau Wood 
memorial service in the state. Those present in General 
Barnett’s box included: Mrs. Barnett; Brigadier Gen- 
eral McCawley, U.S.M.C. ; Col. Charles Gerhardt, U.S.A., 
commandant at Fort Snelling; Lieutenant Colonel Ruth- 
erford, U.S.A.; Capt. H. Clark, U.S.A.; Capt. James E. 
Betts, U.S.M.C., and Mrs. Betts; Capt. Harold E. Wood, 


U.S.M.C., and Mrs. Wood; Lieut. C. B. Cates, U.S.M.C. ; 
Lieut. Charles I. Murray, U.S.M.C., aid; Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Barnett, Mr. and Mrs. Alfred Nixon, Mrs. Tay- 
lor, Mrs. Sherman, president Marine Mothers’ Club, and 
Miss Lucia Chase. 





GERMANY’s Lona RANGE GuN. 

In the London Times Engineering Supplement for 
April, a description is given of the long range gun with 
which the Germans bombarded Paris intermittently for 
five months in 1918. It is stated that these guns, of 
which it was discovered at the time of the armistice that 
the Germans had made seven, were constructed out of 
old 38-cm. (15-inch) naval guns, in which was inserted 
a long heavy tube, projecting some forty feet beyond the 
muzzle of the original gun. This tube was bored to a 
diameter of 21-cm. fooent eight inches), and when worn 
out was rebored to 24-cm., or even again to 26-cm. The 
life of the gun at any one of these calibers was probably 
not more than fifty rounds. The projectile was 490 mm. 
(about nineteen inches in length), with a false cap of 
the same or greater length, and to insure detonation two 
fuses were employed.

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SURRENDER OF GERMAN ZEPPELINS. 

The great German Zeppelin L-7, the largest airship in 
the world, which it has been unofficially stated was orig- 
inally designed by Germany to bombard New York and 
the Eastern coast of the United States, has been delivered 
to Great Britain in accordance with the terms of the 
peace treaty. The L-7, it is stated, has a flying radius 
of 12,000 miles, a speed of 100 miles an hour and is 
one-fourth larger than the R-33, England’s biggest dirigi- 
ble. It has double the latter’s engine power. Another 
super-Zeppelin, somewhat smaller, will be surrendered by 
the Germans to the United States. .
